homet, by the name of als U- 
niverſal Religion, 

Thoſe Innovations were the 
Cauſe that a ſele@ number of the 
true Mahometans, ſzeing ſo many

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Superſtitious Ceremonies daily in- 
troduc'd into the outward worſhip, 
and ſo much Idolatry in the Ef- 
ſential part of their Religion, and. . 
every Ape {till adding new Inven- 
tions to that new ſuperſtructure, 
did withdraw themſelves from thoſe 
ſo groſs and palpable Afﬀronts 
which were daily ofter'd unto the 
Deity, by taking from the Crea- 
tor the Honour and Glory, which 
of all right and due doth only, 
and wholly appertain to him, to. 
give to his Creature; and they 
worſhipped their God by them- 
ſelves, in Holineſs ot Life, and 
Purity of Dodrine, proteſting a» 
g4inſt all thoſe Innovations which 
had been foiſted in, by the proud 
Prieſts of the, Sect of Faly, For 
which, the Priefts of Faly's Sett 
were not wanting 1n all their Arts, 
to caſt dirt on the true Mahome- 
tans; they prociaim'd them Schit- 
maticks, Hereticks, Doggs, and 
perſecuted them inall places with 
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Fire and Sword, declaring that 
they deſerv'd a worſe Uſage yet, 
for having ſeparated themſelves 
from the Body of the Church ;

The Perfians, who had more | 


generally embraced the corrupt 
- Set of Haly than the Turks had, 
were more numerous and power- 
ful than the true Mahometans, and 
their

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their Emperors were ſuch Zealous 


Maintainers of it, that, as their _ 
preſent Emperor has declar'd, 
they: had defign'd long ſince to 
root cut of their Domunions the 
Mahomctan Religion, but that the 
State Afﬀairs would not till his 
time admit of ſo great a Change. 
But he being wholly govern'd by 
the moſt wicked order of Protef- 
ſors of the Set of Haly, he fol- 
low'd their advice, and began by 
the murther of his own Subjects;

Selim the Second from his Exile ; 


he and his two Brothers were re- |

People. 

Of Truth, never was Prince, 
Except his F ather, Endow'd with ſo 
much Goodneſs and Mildneſs, 
mixt with Majeſty and Greatneſs of 
Soul. He. had not been long -re- 


| eſtabliſhed in his Dominions, bur 


that, through the ſolicitation of 
his people, who earneſtly deſired 
to be govern'd by an Off-ſpring of 
ſo good a Printe, he Marryed a 
Foreign Princeſs, of the ſame tem- 
per of mind as himſelf, though an 
Haliſf, by whom he had no

retto to gather them all up, and 
fill his Pockets with them, while 
he himſelf took care to hide the 


[hole under a large Leaf, which he 


might eaſily at any time remove to 
the one fide, with a little green 
Sprig. 

This done, they immediately 
fell to work, Moretto dug up the 
Roots, and brought them to bra» 
him, and he ſet them again in the 
other place ; when they were all 
remov'd,he water'd them very well, 
out of a Ciſtern which was near 
the little Summer Houſe, in which 
he had laſt ſeen Roxana ; while Mo- 
retro was employ'd in ſmoothing 


up 
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up the old Bed, and cleanſing all 
places ſo well, that no foot-iteps 
nor any other things might. be ſeen 
out of order. They alter -that, got 
over the Wall again into' /brahim's 
own Garden, and weat to reſt the 
remainder of the night... - 

The Sultana having ' heard of 
Roxana's Beauty and Wit, ſhe had} 
a great deſire to ſee her, wherefore 
ſhe ſent the next morning, to in- 
vite her and her mother to the Se- 
rag/ie.

- to demand their Arrears, and the 
Heads .of {ſome of the great ones 
of the Divan ; that they were fo 
outrageous, that ir was not ſafe for 
any one to appear in the ſtreet, 
this preſently causd Roxana and 
her Mother to conſent to the Sub 
tana's deſires. So that! they both 
remain'd in the Serag/zo four days, 
at the end of which, the Faniſaries 
having been appeas'd , with 'the 
Money which they had rectiv'd 
for their. Arrears, and a Months 
whole pay advance, provided they 
would lay down their Arms, and 
retire every one to their quarters, 
with. aſſurance rhat thoſe perfons 
whoſe heads _ demanded ,thoaild 
; b 
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be ſtrictly examin'd, and if found 
guilty in the leaſt, their heads 
ſhould go off, they all were dif- 
persd; and Roxana and her Mo- 
ther, having thanked the Sultana 
for the honour. ſhe had made 
them, they return'd home well 
fatisfyed, 
Roxana was no ſooner return'd, 
but ſhe, made ready to go viſit her 
Nurſelings, ſhe had taken the Key 
of that -part of the Garden with 
her, which ſhe uſually kept in her 
pocket, and that unexpected delay 
from attending them, having made 
her think: they were all deſtroy'd 
for want of watering, ſhe haſtned 
in great diligence with her Maid 
into the Garden; but how 
great was her ſurpriſal, when come- 
ing within ſight of the bank or 
border ' that ſhe had left the Flow- 
ers growing On, feeing nothing 
but the Mold, ſhe preſently con- 
cluded, that they had: all been 
burnt up by the Sun, but coming 
nearer, 
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nearer, ſhe could not ſo muck as 
perceive the leaſt ſign that any 
had lately grown there; and cauſing 
her Maid to dig for a Root, and 
finding none neither, it increas'd 
her wonder, fo that ſhe knew not 
what to think; but looking on 
her Maid, faid ſhe, by this wery 
misfortune happened to all my Flow- 
ers, may be gathered, that we ſhould 
never defer to another time what we 
can do at the preſent ; had I re-+ 
mov'd my Flowers, continued ſhe, 
in that ſhady ted againſt thas other 
Wall, as / tended before the Sul- 
tana had ſent for me, I might have - 
found them all alive yet, All this was 
ſaid as ſhe was walking towards 
another part of the Garden ; being 
come to the end of a quick-ſet, 
which took from her, till then, the 
ſight of her regretted Flowers, of 
a ſuddain preſenting themſelves all 
freſh and flouriſhing to her Eye, 
it again did ſtrike her into ſuch an 
amazement, that ſhe ſtood ſtill, 

C 2 admiring, 
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admiring, without ſpeaking one 
word, which gave time to her 
Maid to ſay, Certainly, Madam, it 
was out of your mind that you had 
order'd ſome body to perform this 
Tranſplantation? Who, 1? reply d 
Roxana,and have the Key in my pocket, 
and - not the leaſt remembrance of 
giving ſuch orders, nay, never ha- 
VINg. had the leaſt inclination to- 
wards commanding any body about 
that work, but your aſſiſting of me ? 
44 this place, where I am certain not 
a man uor woman have ſet their 
foot hut us two, ſince our coming hither ; 
there is no ſuch thing, continu d ſhe, 
beſides theſe Flowers look not as if 
newly tranſplanted, they are all full 
blown, and hold up their heads, as 
if this had betn their firſt natural 
ted, neither can 1 perceive one fign 
of any perſons having been here, 
and if I ſhould miſtruſt ſome body 
coming over the Wall, all thoſe 
houſes that abut on our Garden 
are empty. And who wonld have 
come

come over here, but with a defizn 
of robbing me, rather than of pre» 
ſerving . of thoſe things in which I 
take ſo much delight. Tet, Madam, 
ſaid the Maid, ſomething muſt be the 
matter, they cannot, at your ſingle 
command or defire, have tranſplan- 
ted themſelves, I know not what to 
fay, nor what to think, reply'd Rox- 
ana ; ſay nothing of the a dventure, 
till I have examin'd every body in 
the houſe in particular, ev:n my Fa- 
ther alſo. Come let us in. 

Of truth it was ſurpriſing to find 
all thoſe Flowers to proſper ſo well 
upon their remoyal, but diversthings 
did concur to it. Firit, the tranſ- 
planting of them in the cool 
of the night, the quick diſpatch of 
the work, the plentiful and contt- 
nual watering of them, by . our 
new Gardiner and his Man, and the 
ſupporting of thoſe that droop'd at 
firſt, by ſoft and gentle props, which 
had been removed when they 
l/ook'd up again, all which 5rahins

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had done ever {ince their removal ; 
for you muſt know, that he having 
not ſeen the next day Roxana as he 
us'd to do, (and he and- his man

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Roxana Was to paſs by that Sum- 
mer-Houſe returning , ſhe caſt 
her Eye that way, and perceived 
the Paper, which gave her the cu- 
riolity of ſtepping in, and taking 
of it up; ſhe opened, and read it, 
and was no leſs ſurprized at that 
\ than ſhe had been at the Flowers 
removal, which made her to haſten 
the more to the Houſe to be bet- 
ter inform'd of thoſe Myſteries, if 
ſhe could poſſible ; not without 
great refle&tion on the whole. Be- 
ing got in, the firſt thing ſhe did 
was to enquire of her Father whe- 
ther he had employed any body 
ſince her abſence to work in the 
Garden 2 He told her no, and that 
he had not ſeen any perſon appear 
in it beſides the old Gardner, fince 
her going to the Sultana's, though 
he had walk'd in it more than u«- 
' ſually, fince he had been detain'd at 
home by the Faniſaries Tumalts, and 
that as far as he could ſee in her 
Nurcery over the Quick«ſet , ”

had not -perceiv'd any body. She, 
after his anſwer, made as fſtri& 
an enquiry as: ſhe could poſſible 
of all rhe 5ervants and Slaves, one 
by one ; threatning ſome, and mak- 
ing fair promiſes to others, if they 
would diſcover who had been in:

Ibrahim, who expected his return 
with the impatiency of a Lover, 
was glad to ſee- him, and more too, 
when he heard. all the ſtory, and 
that there was not the leaſt .di- 
ſtruſt from his Houſe and Garden ; 
but above all, when Moretto told 
him, that with his leave, it his Ma- 
ſter thought he could do him any 
| ſervice 
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ſervice in it, he believ'd that he could 
be taken as Gardiner into Roxana's 
Father's Houſe, in the place of the 
old Gardner that had been diſplac'd, 
upon Roxana's Suſpitions. Ill give 
thee leave, reply'd /brahim, and 
charge thee moſt ſtrictly alſo, not 
to loſe fo good and great an Op- 
portunity of ſerving me, which if 
thou doſt honeſtly, I ſhall not on- 
ly ſet thee free, but ſhall alfo pre- 
fer thee to ſome handſome Employ- 
ment anſwerable to thoſe great Ser- 
vices which thou ſhalt render me ;

ſure ſtill to engage induſtriouſly 
Roxana as ſhe paiſts by thee in ſome 
diſcourſe, upon thy particular skill 
inthe raiſing of Flowers, that ſhe 
may, if poſſible, have a fancy to 
thy Service, or at leaſt to RR 
ny 
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thy advice ; and obſerve exaQly all 
her a&tions and her words, that 
thou mayeſt give me a faithful ac- 
count of them. Thus was Moretto 
ſeat to get in Proviſions, after which 
he went to learn of his Friend, 
what hopes he had of his getting 
him into that Family ; /* zs your 
fault, if you get not in this very day, 
ſaid the Friend, 7 have propoſed the 
matter ; it is bearbued unto, eſpeciale 
ty by Roxana, who has. commanded 
me to bring you to her Father ſo 
Joon as I ſaw you next, therefore come 
in with me, and [ will ſhew you to Our 
Maſter, who is now walking in the 
Garden. So faid, fo done; And 4» 
ladin did ſo well like of Moretto's 
. perſon,. promiſes of performance, 
and brisk anſwers, that he immedi- 
ately ſent for Roxana. and told her, 
he had met with a Gardner, who, 
he fancied to be more skiltul than 
ordinary in his Art, wherefore he 
deſign'd to retain him, and that if 
ſhe __ it, he thould alſo have 
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an Eye over her Garden. This did 
Moretto readily offer to do, pre- 
tending extraordinary skill, in the

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to ſerve him to ſome good purpoſe. 
They took their meaſures accor- 
dingly, and that they might have 
a correſpondency together without 
ſuſpicion ; they agreed upon this 
following expedient. Morezto could 
not write, but read very well his 
Maſter's Writing; /brahim therefore 
was to Write what he deſit'd toknow; 
which he was to faſten to a ſtone, 
and this Stone he was to throw in 
 Aladin's Garden, preſently after he 
had made a certain noiſe, and which 
was tobe anſwer'd by Moretto's (tri- 
king upon his Spade, with the In- 
ſtrument that he uſed to clean it 
with, which was the ſign he was at 
hand to receive the Meſlage; that 
Moretto having taken it up, and read 
the Contents, he ſhould fling over 
a white Stone for the Affirmative, 
and a black ſtone when it was in 
the Negative.

That you could 
not fancy ſuch a Man, Madam, 
anſwer'd the Maid, - and then, con- 
tinu'd ſhe, you gave ſuch a Picture 
of an Hero, as ſcarce could ever 
be found in any Romance, I hum- 
bly conceive, Madam, that the Au- 
thor of thoſe Verſes aims at that, 
when he ſays, that even our Great

ur was ſlack or remiſs in it, ſhe would 
hf not only loſe all thoſe Honours, 
that Happineſs ard bliſs which 
 was' prepared for her, but incur 
MF by her neglect eternal Miſery. 
To what. height will not ablind 
JI Zeal be fcrew'd up, by ſuch fair 
promiſes on the one hand, and the 
terror of ſuch dreadful puniſhments 
owy on the other! No wonder then, 
5 OF if that the Su/rana's good, mild, and 
hi F aftable 
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affable diſpoſition, which ſhe had 
alwaies ſhewn before ſhe was Em- 
preſs, did change into a moroſe 
| temper, and into a moſt violent 
' averſion againſt all thoſe that were 
| not of Haly's Se& - She aſlurd 
ZTaly's Prieſts, that ſhe ſhould not 
loſe all thoſe glories, which had 
been promiſed her, by any neg- 
Ie in the performance of what was 
required of her : Of truth, ſhe fo 
ply'd Amarat by night, and the 
Halifts by day, that the worſt of 
his Subjects or Slaves, was happy 
in compariſon to him ; at bed, at 
Table, at Council, at his Recrea- 
tions, and Divertions, nay even at 
his Devotion, and greateſt Retire- 
ments, he was ſo perpetually haun- 
ted and bated by thoſe Wolves in 
Sheeps cloathings, that he divers 
times Wiſh'd himſelf in the ſame 
Station that he had formerly been, 
provided he might but enjoy alſof | 
that tranquility of Mind and Spirit - 
which he .then poſleſs'd. "_ 
cou

could reſiſt, to ſo many redoubled, 
nay rather to ſuch a continu'd af 
ſault > For his own eaſe and quiet, 
and that he might but enjoy that 
content and quict, which the mea- 
neſt of his Servants poſleis'd, he 
was forc'd to yield to the Zaliſt's 
perpetual ſolicitations,. he promis'd 
to do all that they would, and to 
root out of his Dominions the Ma- 
hometan Religion, to eſtabliſh' in 
lieu of it, therein, the Se& of /Zaly, 
to change and alter the Laws which 
had been from time to time made 
againſt that Se, and to make new 
Laws, or that he would dyein the 
attempt, | 

From the moment that the Za- 
liff's had got that aſſurance from 


.-him, they gave him liberty to 


breathe again. Preſently was Cha» 
Abbas acquainted with the good ſuc- 
ceſs of the Haliſts, and great joy 
was expreſſed at it through all 
Perha. But this was not all, there 
was ſtill more to be done; they had 

F2 got 
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pot but one point yet, the preſent 
eſtabliſhment of ZZaly;sSet,but how 
that ſhould be ſecur'd for the future, 
was now the buſineſs in hand. New 
Orders were therefore ſent from 
Perſia, that the Prieſts of ZHaly 
ſhould immediately enter upon 
that work, that a Succeſſour of the 
ſame Se& ſhould be procur'd, and 
ſecur'd, to ſupply Amurat's place 
after his Death, for fear of a relaps 
of the whole Empire, into the 
Religion of Mahomet again ; and 
preſently the whole Crew fell to 
work: Divers ways were propos'd, 
too long here to be repeated, my 
Memoires mention only two of 
the moſt eminent, which were moſt 
inſiſted upon. The firſt was, that 
the Bodies of Amurat and of his Su/- 
tana, ſhould be ſo prepard and 
order d by Medicines, as 'that the 
S«/tana might bring forth a vigo- 
rous young Prince, to live, to be 
brought up in the Se of - Zaly, 


and to be Succeſlor to Amurar. 
All 
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All thoſe means were us'd, but to no- 
purpoſe ; this ſtubborn refuſal of 
Nature, not to comply with the 
deſires of fuch perſons, as uſe to 
overcome all” obſtacles, in lieu of 
teaching then that 4/a was above 
all their deſigns, did but enrage 
them the:more,: and make them the 
more earneſtly ' bent upon their 
wicked enterpriſes. A Succeſiour 
was to be produc'd, that ſhould be 
of the Sect of Haly, and that ſhould 
ſtep--in betwixt the Heir apparent 
to the Orroman Empire and 1t, be- 
cauſe''that the 'right Heir: was of 
the Mahometan Religion, and conle- 

quently unfit for their purpoſes, 
wherefore no means were to be left 
unſoupght after, no ways untry'd, 
and no defigns unattempred , that 
could conduce to the work in hand. 
They therefore concluded to try 
what Prayers, Pilgrimages ,: and 
Offerings! would do.” ;The thing 
was propos'd to the Emperor and 
the Sultana, and in ſhort agreed 
F 3  _ 
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upon, and the day prefix'd for the 
ſetting forth of the Court, that 
all rhings might be in a readineſs ay 
gainſt the appointed time, yet ſtill 
delay'd from time to time by the 
Sultana. 2nd the Emperor's orders. 
Amongſt the Prieſts of Hay 
was reckon'd in the firſt rank this 
Repſet, which I have before men- 
tion'd, to be employ'd in admini- 
ſtring of Conſolations to the at- 
flicted -Roxana, Not that he was 
more Learned, or endowed with 
greater Gifts, or of a more Pious, 
Religious, and Sober Life than 0- 
thers, but that through his Crafty 
Inſinuations, and Indefatigable Ap- 
plication and Attendance, he had 
got firft the Sultana's good opini- 
' on, and by her means and recom- 
mendations, had rendred himſelf 
Maſter of his Maſter, the Empe- 
rour :. He had his Ear as well as 
his Heart, ſo that he did order and 
diſpoſe of all places of Authority 
and Truſt: He was of all the 
Coun- 
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Councils, even to the moſt ſecret 
and particular: In a word, he was be- 
come the Dominus fac totum. This 
acquired him agreat Repute,Eſteem, 
Reſpe&t, and even Fear ; for thoſe 
that had no occaſion of his Services, 
did fear his Frowns, on which de- 
pended their Ruine, as their Eſtab- 
liſhment on his Smiles and Conde- 
ſcentions. 

This Creature, of mean, obſcure 
Extrattion, of as mean a mercena- 
ry Soul,and of vitiated Principles,in 
the Station he was got, was the 
Primum mobile, or great Wheel, 
which ſet the whole Machine of the 
Faliſts to work in the Ottoman Em- 
pire; he had acceſs to the Empe» 


_ rour and to the Su/tana at all times, 


at all hours of the day and night, 
even when they were 1n their pri- 
vateſt retirements : He had ſince 
his greatneſs at Court ſhaken. off 
the Rag of Monaſteries, and had 
lick'd himſelf from a ſhapeless Cub, 
into a ſpruce Courtier. The Court 
F 4 Was. 
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was then repleniſh'd with Ladies, 
whoſe Beauties might compare 
with thoſe of all the other Courts in 
the World. But the Su/tana did 
tarniſh them all, and forc'd them 
racitely to confeſs, that the alone 
eclipſed their Luſtre, The Sul- 
tana had her Diverſions amongſt 
thoſe Ladies which compos'd her 
Court ; and their Beauties did at- 
tract ro them from all parts of the 
Empire divers Adorers of the o- 
ther Sex. But ſtill our Mufti not- 
withſtanding his multiplicity of Bu- 
fineſs elſewhere, would make one; 
he was always amongſt the Ladies, 
and it was thought that thoſe 
hours which he was to have em- 
ployed in Private and Publick Pray- 
ers, and in other Devotions, he 
" ſpent 1n his conyerſation with. the 
Female Sex; being led thereunto by 
that moſt powerful Magze?, his na- 
tural inclination: He had not been 
ſatisfied with thoſe private Stealths 
which he made on particular Per- 
ſons 
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ſons Wives and Daughters, under: 
the Authority and Power of his 
Fun&ion ; but his Ambition and: 
Luſt ſtill encreafing, as did his 
Fortune and Credit, he reſolved to 
look higher, and to attempt the 
higheſt piece of Villany, and Im- 
pudence, under the Cloak of his 
Religion, and- the deſign of pro-- 
pagating of it, as could be imagined. 

The Sultana, according to divers: 
occurrences, had given our Mutti 
not only a, free acceſs into: her 
greateſt retirements, but in diver-- 
ſion had been more free with him 
in her Speeches and- in Carriage 
than with others ; her Beauty and 
this Freedom, which he thought: 
his good Meen and Deſerts had ac-: 
quired him, did ſo puff up his-mind, . 
that he thought it no Cifficult thing 
to ingratiate himſelf into the Su/- 
tans Aﬀections : this impudent 
conceit of his (T* can term it no 
better) did .ſet all his Wits to work 
to. accompliſh; his end ; to. which 
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purpoſe, he did watch but for an 
opportunity of privately deliver- 
ing to the Su/zava what he had to 
ſay without interruption. 

He was not long without one ; 
the Su/tana being one day ſome- 
what indiſpos'd, was retired into 
her Cloſet, with order that ſhe 
would not be diſturbed by any 
body. Our Mufti, who was al- 
ways on the watch himſelf, be- 
lides the Spies he employed, had 
ſoon an intelligence of it ; he 
dreſs'd himſelf with all the ad- 
vantage imaginable, ſet himſelf up 
in the Glaſs, perfum'd himſelf, in 
fine, he was fitted as a Bridegroom 
on his Wedding day ; in this 
equipage he preſents himſelf to 
the Sz/tana's Cloſet door, and be- 
ing deny'd entrance, he took it 
in ſuch ſcorn and contempt, that 
| be ſtay'd not a ſecond repulſe, but 
turning the Lock, entred of his 
own accord, and boldly intrudes 
upon the Sultaza, who was look- 
ng

ing over of fame Papers ; he comes 
up to her briskly, and making a: 
profound reverence, Madam, ſaid 
he, your Servant would have deny'd 
me entrance to you, The Sultana, 
who was amazd to ſee him fo 
gay, fo brisk, and ſo much more 
confident than uſually, though he 
never wanted any, looking upon 
him, as ſomewhat: ſurpriz'd, told 
him, That the Servant had done 
nothing but what he had in charge, 
for that ſhe being indiſposd, ſhe 
had retird with a defign not to be 
diſturBd, but fince that he was come, 
ſhe bid him to tell her what he had 
to ſay. Madam, ſaid he, 1 am- ſor» 
ry 1 bave thus intruded ox your pri« 
vacy ; and the buftneſs I come about 
requires a long diſcourſe, with a great- 
 dleal of attention : I think .it will be 
beſt for me to defer the opening- of 
it to another time, and at preſent- 
to retire,. If the bufineſs is not of. 
ſuch a-nature as: to.lend fewel to: a- 
certain Melancholy which: bass ſeiz'd: 
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me at preſent, I ſhould rather chuſe 
this time than any other, to hear 
what you have to ſay, reply'd the 
Sultana: Tt may afford me ſome di- 
 werſion; and as things are order'd 
on other accounts, you may not be 
difturb'd in the relation : Place your 
ſelf at eaſe, and let me hear what 
you would ſay. | 

- This good beginning did till 
inſpire our Mufti more and more 
with Hope and Joy, which was 
ſo great that it diſcover'd it ſelf 
upon his Face, in his Eyes, and 
in all his Actions; having fitted 
himſelf for ro deliver his Speech, 
he thus began ; 

It cannot be unknowr to you, 
Madam, how inſtrumental I have 
been, through the "iſfance of 
Heaven, in bringing about rhe 
great work of extirpating of He» 
refie out of this Empire, and of 
ſertling in it tae Religion of our 
Greac Prophet ZZal:: Since that it 
has rezch'd the' great Mufti's Ears, 
who 
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who upon that information, has 
Commuſitonated me to go on with 
'that work fo well begun, and to 
finiſh it, according as I ſhall find 
occaſions to at. You alſo know, 
Madam, with how little ſucceſs all 
Phyſical means have been uſed, 
both as to your perſon and to the 
Emperor's ; ſo that all helps are laid 
aſide of having a young Succeflor 
trom is Loyns. I am not of your 
Opinion, replyed the Sultana, and 
| believe that the defe&t lyes more 
in me than in the Emperor, for 
though I ſeem not to fee, that 1 
might not in the leaſt check his 
pleaſures, I know very well, that of 
late he has had a Child by one of 
his Miſtreſſes. Madam, replyed our 
Mufti, 'you know not the W:les 
and Artifices of thoſe kind of Crea- 
tures, they value not who gets 
their Children, they adopt them 
to what Father they think are 
moſt proper to own them, it is 
fufficieat only that they have once 


enjoyed 
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enjoyed the man; to perſwade him, 
nay convince him, that. he is the 
true and right Father of the Child 
they go with ; they go yet further, 
Madam, according to the perſons 
iaclinations, to one Sex more than 
another, the Child ſhall be right 
or wrong of that very Sex; or there 
ſhall be no child in the whole Em- 
pire of that Sex, to make a change. 
with. I cannot think however, but 
that I am more in the fault than 
Amurat,replyed the Sultana, | ama apt 
to believe that a certaindecay which 
T feel in me, is the cauſe of my 
having no Children of late, where- 
fore I am deſirous to try, what the 
Heavens will do, being ſolicited to 
that purpoſe, by thoſe Holy Pray- 
ers, Pilgrimages, and Offerings, 
/ \Wwhich you your ſelf have propo- 
{ed, and that. have been reſolved 
upon. bath by the Emperor and 
the whole Court, and it is no little 
wonder to me to find you ſo ſoon, 
in ſo. contrary a. mind. Afadan 
_ replycd 
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replyed the Mufti, / wuſ# deal 
plainly with you, I have not, I con- 
feſs, ail the faith that might be 
tmagin'd in thoſe things ; of truth, 
they are good and neceſſary, pious 
frauds, to amuſe the Yulgar withal, 
and to work divers good and Reli- 
gious ends ; and it is to that purpe 
only, that we have now deſigned them, 
to pleaſe and blind the people, and 
to exalt our Religion, with which 
one can compare for coutriving . of 
Miracles, of which that of your pro» 
ving with Child preſently upon the 
return from the Pilgrimage, however 
otherways the Child were got, would 


. be none of the leaſt, but to the purpoſe. 


Madam, give me leave to tell you, 
Therefore that what I uow propoſe, is 
uot in the leaſt to put off the Pulgri- 
mage,on the contrary, it is to the ſame 


end, I have read ſomething of Phy- ' 


 fick, have ſeen ſome operations, and 


diſſeftions, and I am ſufficiently 
verſed in thoſe Arts, to be bold e- 


wough to lay a Wager, that the de- 
"felt 
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fe is not in the leaſt in you, Ma- 
dim. Flow can we be ſure of that, 
replyed the Sultana 2 ZZow, Madam? 
anſwered he again, if you made uſe 
of any other perſon than the Empe- 
ror, to trye the Experiment, and 
that IT had layed a great ſum- on it, 
T ſhould ſoon draw the Stakes. Tou 
ſpeak of things that cannot be, replyed 
the Sultana. That cannot be, Maes 
dam, replyed the Mufti, ſay rather; 
Madam, that you will not admit to 
be? Is it not my Duty not to admit 
of any ſuch thing ? ſaid ſhe haſtily, 
railing her voice, Tes, Madam, (aid 
the Mufti, according to the © com 
mon Rules ; but, Madam, when the 
welfare of Empires, the extirpating 
of Herefies, the eſtabliſhing of true 
Religion call for our Aſſiſtances, all 
thoſe little particular Rules ceaſe, 
they are overrul'd by an higher pow» 
er, and in the very deſign and inten- 
tion of eſtabliſhing of Religion, all 
theſe ſmall tyes upon our Duties, va- 
niſh into Air; nothing can be too good, 
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too great, nor too holy, not to be ſa- 
od to ſo laudable and ſo pious a 
work, That great and general Duty; 
ſwallows up, and diſpences with all 
thoſe little ones, which at oth-r times 
are in force ; all muſt yield to that 
great work : and that which at any 
other time would appear unjuſt br un- 
lawful, becomes the moſt juſt, lawful, 
and neceſſary good that can be done, 
when it is for the good of the Church. 
This Doftrine is ſo new to me, an{we- 
red the Sultana, that I am more ſur- . 
priz'd at, than ed-fied by it. This, 
Madam, I have foreſeen, ſaid the Muf- 
ti, and it is for that reaſon, that I 
did chuſe this opportunity, in which, 
without diſturbance, I might in- 
fuſe thoſs weighty Reaſons, which 
I have in order to perſwade you, to 
condeſcend to ſo juſt a requeſt as 1 
am going to make to you. Tou have ſur- 
prized me, I ſay once again, and the 
natureof the buſineſs requires ſome ſeri- 
0s confiderations, Not that Tin the leaſt 
incline to what you propoſe, but that 7 


may 
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may arm my ſelf with ſuch Argus» 
ments, againſt thoſe new Dottrines 
' which you ſet up, that I may have 
ſome colour for my refuſal, beſides, 
the natural abhorrence which I find 
in me towards what you propoſe, and 
1 wiſh that ſome other means might 
be found out, in which 1 might be 
ſo happy as to ſerve the Church. None 
greater thas this, Madam, Replyed 
the Mufti, who would not ſo eaſily 
be put by, and give me leave to add, 
Madam, to what I have ſaid airea- 
dy, that the Emperor is obliged far 
the forwarding of ſa great a work, to 
2 his conſent to it, only all the 

ufineſs in this caſe is, that it muſt 
be made a Myſtery, 4 Court-Secret, 
to avoid all Scandal;for inſuch Caſes, 
Sin (if it may becall'd ſo, confidering 
to what a. pious end it is afted) be- 
comes.uoxe, and the Scaudal only which 
might ariſe from the Knowledge, aud 
the divulging of ſo great a Secret, be- 
comes fin. In a word, Madam, do but 
chuſe a Perſon ſecret, diſcreet, and 
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in all other reſpefts according to your 
liking, and the Bleſſing of Heavens 
go along with the work. In faying 
theſe words, the Muft:t pricked 
up himſelf, that the S»/taza ſhould 
take more notice of his perſon, and 
perceiving that ſhe made no anſwer, 
Let me further tell you, Madam, conr 
tinued he, that this is not the firſt 
time, ſuch things have been ated, 
ſtill to a good end, though never none 
to ſo great and pious an end as this. 
It was But inthe laſt Age, thet 4 
Neighhouring Empire to this, bad 
fallen into the. hands of its Enemies, 
had not a Muſti been employed to 
get an Heir unto it ; of truth, Mq- 
dam, there are no fitter perſons in the 
World than thoſe of the Clergy, for 
ſuch works, in divers reſpetts ; 4 

eſpecially, Twould adviſe you, Madam) 
to employ in this, one whoſe fidelity, 
truſt, and fore-knowledge and pre-in- 
gagements in this our great work, is 
throughly known to you, that you may 
eaſily gain to you, without making any 
more 
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more perſons privy to thoſe Myſteries, || 
and great Arcanas of States ; for-in 
theſe C aſes,it is moſt certain, that the 
fewer are employed, the more ſecure 
the buſineſs is from diſcovery. Here 
the Mufti made a full ſtop, not 
daring. to diſcover his intention 
more plainly, (though: he had faid 
enough already) till he heard how 
the Sultana did reſent it ; and per- 
ceiving, that inſtead of giving him 
ſome anſwer, ſhe buſted her ſelf in 
peruſing of the papers that were 
before her. This ſlight did fo of- 
fend him, that, he could not for- 
bear ſaying, / am ſorry Madam, that 
T, who have already done ſo much for 
your ſervice, and that of the Church, 
and who is ready to lay down his life 
for the ſervice of ſo great, and ſo char- 
ming a Princeſs as you are, ſhould be 
fo little regarded, and his good ad- 
viſes ſo little valued. And with that 
he put himſelf in a' poſture of 
going, at which the Sultana, not ſo 
much as looking onee on him, ſaid, 

I 
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TI have already told-you, that I would 


take time to weigh your Reaſons, and 
rhe nature of the thing you propoſe to 
me, and then after that I would give 
you my anſwer, till then forbear gi» 
ving your ſelf or me any further 
trouble about it, I have a mind to 
ſeep,. fo good night. | 
Though our Mufr: had a months 
mind to have ſtay'd longer, and to 
have ventured a little turther, in 
pointing at the moſt proper perſon 
for the work, which he fancyed 
to be himſelf, this unexpected an- 
(wer. from the Sultana, with her 
haſty riſing up, did force him to 
a decent retreat, which he did withe 
out anſwering one word more, af- 
ter he had made a protound Reve- 
rence. are. 
The Mufti being gone,the- Sultana 
reſeated her ſelf and doubtleſs made 
many and great refle@ions on things 
propos d' to her, by a Mufti too, 
which were ſo oppoſite to her 
Principles and Inclinations ; after 


which, 
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which, having call'd for attendance, 
ſhe charg'd very ſtriftly all chat 
were about her, and whole duties 
were to keep the doors, not to| 
permit the Mufti Repſer, on any | 
pretence whatſoever, to enter, when | 
they knew that ſhe was retired, and | 
alone ; ſhe was refolv'd to give| 
him no more the opportunities of | 
uttering ſuch diſcourſes, fo unbe- | 
| ſeeming his FunCtion to ſpeak, and |, 
her Modeſty and Greatneſs to hear ; |; 
and ſhe knew well enough how to|; 
avoid his impertinencies, ſhould heþ 
atteinpt any before Company ; and 

of truth, ſhe was fo offended at} 
his late diſcourſe, that had it noth 
been that he was a neceſlary In-þ 
 ſtrument in forwarding the work 

( already begun) of Reformation 
She would have acquainted the Em-$ 
perour with his attempt, and-haveſ 
had him diſmiſt the Court. But 
notwithſtanding the Su/tana's aver-ſh 
fion to all ſuch ſorts of ill ways 
ſhe had another charge by ourſir

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Mufti, though not altogether of 
the fame nature, who came accom» 
$ [panied with two or three more, 
O jthat were Miniſters of State, and 
Y [privy Counſellors, which demand- 
Njed for admittance into a private 
d Conference with the Sul:axa, on 
e [preſſing affairs, which oblig'd the 
of [Sultana to give them admittance. 
e- [This ſecond viſit was on the ac- 
d ſrount, that notwithſtanding a 
[;llay had been prefix'd for the en- 
tOltring on the Pilgrimage , there 
he fyvas "ſtill ſomething or other in 
id gthe wind which brokeit off: : where 
a Þore they now came with threat- 
ot ſings, to terrify the Sz/raxa into 
n-k compliance with their deſigns. 
rk} The Mufti told the 'Su/rava that 
N :fince the laſt time that he had the 
m-Yonour ' of entertaining her, he 
Veltd been divers times to learn her 
utÞſolutions, but that not being ad- 
cr-Mitted her preſence, and the bu- 
y5neſs they .were come about preſ- 
urfing, he had affociated to himfelf 
tis thoſe 
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thoſe other worthy Perſons,” to

Sultana, #e/! you for anſwer, as 
| hav 
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have already told you, that I will 
never conſent to any ſuch thing, 
wor impoſe upon the World thus, 
to the excluſion of the right Heir, 
without the Emperor's conſent, and 1 
am already certain before hand, that 
he will never give his aſſent to ſo ill 
apraftice. Madam, ſaid one of the 
Councellors, we have reaſon to be- 
lieve it, for we have already been de- 
ny'd by the Emperor, though we have 
us d all the Arguments imaginable to 


perſwade him to it, on the contrary, 


we have found ſo much and ſogreat ax 
averſion in him, towards ſuch a thing, 
that we deſpair ever bringing him 
to it ; wherefore we are come, Madam, 
to denounce to you from his Saullity, 


the Grand Mufti, that all you have 


q done hitherto is of no value, if you 


perfiſt not in doing all the good you 


can for the advancement of the Uni

gaining any advantage by what you 
have already done, you are immedi-

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all the fair and aſſured hopes of Flo- 
nour and Glory, which you were to 
have receiv'd in this and the other 
world, in caſe ' you had perfiſted to the 
end, and you are immediately to be 
deliver d up to the Prince of Dark- 
neſs, to do with you at his Pleaſare. 
- Wonder not at this proceeding, Ma- 
dam, ſaid then our Mufti, it is but 


juſtice, that puniſhments ſhould be in 


ſome meaſure proportionable to the 
Crime for which they are inflicted, and 
can there be a greater, than to (wil- 
fully and meerly to gratifie ſome few 
ſhallow ſcruples) be the immediate 
cauſe of the deſtruition of ſo great a 
work, ſo happily begun, and ſo proſpe- 
rouſly gon 0n. 

Tou have no more therefore to do, 
but to ceuntenance the buſineſs, to 
ſhape you a great belly, which you 
mult increaſe as the time of your 
reckoning witt require ; to which pur- 
poſe you muſt confide in three or four 
women, which you ſhall think fir to 
intruſt with ſo great a ſecret, which 

| may 
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may aſſiſt you all the time of your 
feigned Breeding, and at the time of 
your delivery alſo. I find ſo much 
difficulty in all this, reply'd the 
Sultana, that 7 know not what to ſay, 
wor what to do, I would do much to 
avoid thoſe horrid threatnings which 
are preparing to be put in execution 
againſt me; but on the other hand, 
how is it poſſible that I ſhould in the 
firſt place deceive the Emperor, who 
being made jealous of ſome trick ated 
againſt his will, will be the more ' 
curious in the dete(tion of it ; and if 
he ſhould at any time defire, for his 
fatisfattion, to feel the ſtirring of the 
Child in my body, How ſhall I pre- 
vent him from taking that liberty of 
ſatisfying himſelf 2 Beſides, grant this 


was feaſable: Flow is it poſſible to 
delude ſo many great Perſons highly 
intereſſed in this great buſineſs, who 
by the Law of the Empire are 10 
be preſent, that are of Mahom<t's 
Religion, and who have at preſent [0 
much fears upon them, and ſo much

cauſe to ſuſpect foul play, that they 
will be more diligent than uſually in 
reſpett to the fone ? To this we an- 
ſwer, Madam, in the firſt place, that 
the wery ſolemnity of the Pilgrimage, 

will be of great moment ; next, that as 
to the Emperor, we foreſeeing ſuch 
a thing, have provided againſt that 
inconveniency, by letting him know, 
as we have done already, that we 
hawe reciv'd an Holy Ointment, with © 
which your Belly being once rubÞ'd, 
to prevent miſcarriage, no prophane 
hands muſt for ever after offer to 
touch it till after delivery ; and to 
that purpoſe, Madam, when you have 
once given out to the Emperor, that 
you are with Child by him, you muſt 
keep your ſelf ſo. cloſe lapped up, that 
he may not, by any ſurpriſal when 
you are aſleep, attempt the Tryal. He 
is ſo exait an obſerver of all things, 
which tbe Church impoſes upon him, 
that after you have once aſſured him 
| of the thing, he will be one of the 
Jirft that will rejoice at your preg- 
nancy,

nancy, and that will ſpread it abroad, 
And as to the other doubt you have 
raisd, Madam, in the firſt place, 
long before hand, we ſhall get ſeve- 
ral Women that reckon about the 
time we have prefixt, that among(t 
them we may have a Male-Child to 
ſubſtitute for yours; and as to the 
ways of conveyance of it into the 
Bed to you, there are a hundred ways 
befrdes warm Clothes, warming-pans, 
trapp-doors, back-doors, and private 
windows at the Bedshead to bring a 
Child in; piſh thoſe things are pra- 
Alis'd every day, eſpecially amongſt us 
of the Clergy, who are not permitted 
to marry; but becauſe the grand 
Mufti knows that we, and he him- 
ſelf, are made of the ſame Fleſh and 
Blood as other men, we are per- 
mitted the uſe of Women in private, 
and witbout giving Scandal, by 
which converſation it frequently 
happens, that we are put to ſuch 
and the like Shifts ; then let us alone 
for ordering things, ſo as that none

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but thoſe of our Sect [hall be preſent, 
at the time of your pretended deli- 
very, ſome ſhall be ſent one way, others 
diſpers'd in other places, ſo that all 
will have the wiſhed for (ucceſs that 
we all defire and proj for. 

The Su/taua having attentively 
hcarkned to what had been ſaid, 
and being beſorehand terrified with 
thoſe horrid threatnings which 
they had denounc'd, conſidering 
within her ſelf that al: the evil that 
was init, they took upon them-

ſelves, and that ſhe had no further ' 


end in it, but the good advance- 
ment of her Religion, ine conien- 
ted, though yet not without ſome 
kind of ReluQancy ; and told them, 
that ſince they aſſured her, that they 
would take upon themſelves all 
the evil that ſhe might fancy to 
be in the Action, and. that they 
would ſtand by her always, 
encounter and oppoſe all the Jealou- 
ſies which the Emperor might huve 
on this Afair ; ſhe yielded to _

deſires, and ſaid ſhe would imme- 
diately go to the Emperor, and: 
fix on a certain day to ſet forth, 
All things being thus agreed up- 
on, they lett the Sultana to pertorm 
her part, and every one of them 
went about to act theirs, in order 
of bringing about this grand work. 
Here we ſhall leave once more 
the Court, to give a viſit to poor 
Roxana, who through the great 
care of thoſe that were about her, 
had perfe&ly recovered her Senſes,

and who had as little hopes cf get- 
ting any at Court; for being no 
Haliſt, and having but a ſmall ftock - 
of ready Caſh, wherewith to puſh 
on his Fortune. ZoraafteQing this 
young Man, as I have faid, ſhe did 
all ſhe could to gain his Aﬀecions, 
but he knowing what a courſe of -

\_ This uſage did quite put him be- 
ſide the Cuſhion, he was at once 
in love, mad, angry, and full of 
ſpight. He went oft with a reſolu- 
tion to have a full revenge of the 
Davghter-on the Farher., To that 
end, that very night he inform'd 
the Emperor, that ſome Rumours 
Which were ſpread abroad of ſome 
inſurrection in or near A/adin's Go- 
vernment, did require his immedi- 
ate preſence there, that in caſe 
there were any occaſion for it,

The Mufti anſwer'd, 
that theſe news having been ſpread 
abroad, not without ſome grounds, 
ſincehe had given him that advice,he 
thought that now it was neceſſary to 
alter it, Well, ſazd the Emperor, ſend 
for, him in my Name, and Ile give 
hirh orders to depart to morrow. In 
the Morning, Sir, ſaid the Muftz, 
for we- know not what his delay 
of ſome hours might produce. 
Well, ſaid the Emperor, be it ſo; 
little dreaming of the Mufz's

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vants; and leave the reſt to follow, 
ſhould he have any longer time 
aloud him. 
 Aladin was ſent for, and he re- 
ceiy'd Command from the Empe- 
ror, to depart the next morning 
early towards his Government. He 
was ſurpris'd at the order, and con» 
ſidering the Muft7's atliduous viſits 
to his Daughter, he miſtruſted that

He ſtay'd not to be-uſher'd 
in, as uſually, bur briskly getting 
up ſtairs, humming of a tune to 
himſelf, as he went ; he puſh'd 
open the door of Roxana's Cham- 
ber, and ruſh'd in on the ſudden, 
and was ſo haſty to ſhut the door 
upon him, that he might not be 
diſturb'd by the Mother, in his laſt 
addreſs of Courtſhip to . Roxana, 
that he had not perceiv'd Aladin 
and the Mother, who were both 
in the Room. You cannot but 
think that he was ſtrangely dif- 
compos'd at Aladin's preſence, who 
he thought far oft on his Journey? 
not in. the leaſt, I aſſure you ; 
what with his accuſtomed confi- 
dence, and that preſence of - mind 

(which | 
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(which he never had but in ſuch 
amorous intreagues) / come to tell 
you, Sir, ſaid he to Aladin, that 
the Sultana hearing of Roxana's 
ſafe and perfett recovery, defires to 
congratulate her and her Mother of 
it, as ſhe does you by me ; and that to 
that end ſhe will have them to attend 
her this Evening at the Seraglio : 
I have no more to ſay. Tou may 
wonder peradventure, why I was 
employ d to deliver this Meſſage ; 
but the reaſon was, that I was des 
firous to be the Meſſenger of ſo good 
news to you. Prepare againſt the 
time, and fit your ſelves for ſo ho- 
nourable a viſit. As to you, Sir, 
turning to Aladin, you may .conti- 
wue your defign of ſetting forth in 
the Morning; Amurat expects you 
ſhould, for which [ wiſh you a ſafe 
conduft from our great Prophet. 
Having deliver'd this forma! Sto- 
ry, 7 muſt be going, continu'd he, 
earneſt buſineſs ſtays for we, where 
fore I take my leave. 
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Though A4/adin did believe all 
this to be a Sham, he alſo knew 
that the Mufzi had power. and 1n- 
fluence enough upon the Su/tana 
to put in her head a deſire to ſee 
Roxana, for whom ſhe had a 'par- 
ticular kindneſs, not doubting but 
that the Su/tazva would be glad 
to. have an account of Roxana's 
late adventures from her own 
mouth : this was the Mufri's opi- 
non alſo; wherefore he immedi- 
ately addreſs d his ſteps towards 
the Seraglio, and all places being 
open to his confidence, he ſoon 
found acceſs unto the Su/taza, in 
whom he eaſily inſpir'd the deſires 
of ſending for Roxana and her 
Mother ; which care he took up- 
on himſelf, and having already 
done that part, he had no more 
to do, but to fix on the day of 
the violent attempt on Roxana, 

with his Siſter Zora's aſſiſtance. 

They both being certain that 
now A/adin would be oblig'd to be 
gone 
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gone the next morning without 
his Daughter, who ſhould not re» 
turn home that night, by his con- 
trivance. - They fix'd the time for 
the great work on the next day, 
about the time that Roxana came 
from walking in her Garden ; ſhe 
uſually did retire into her Cloſet 
for a time: Zora undertook to 
keep the Coaſt clear; 'and the 
Mufti aſlur'd her that he would a& 
his part like a Man of Mettle. 

Aladin not knowing how to 
remedy all this, thought it his 
beſt way to leave all to Fortune, 
for the preſent; and ſo ſoon as 
he were got to his Government, to 
ſend for his Wife and Daughter ; 
or to. obtain leave to come: and

ly; and receiving a melſlage at 
night from the Seraglio, that the 
Sultana would not part with his 
Wife and Daughter till the next 
day ; he reſted contented, at leaſt 
ſeemingly ſo, diſpatch'd the reſt of 
his buſineſs, and ſet forward on 
his Journey early the next Morn- 
ing, with two or three of. his moſt 

neceſiary Servants. 
| Roxana and her Mother were 
courteouſly receiv'd by the Sultana, 
who being crowded with viſits 
that day, through the Muft7's 
contrivance, had not the con- 
veniency of ſatisfying her ſelf of 
Roxana's adventure, as ſhe deſir'd ; 
that, with the Emperour's coming 
to partake of the relation, by the 
Muftis inſtigation alſo, made it 
ſo late before the Sultana was ful- 
ly fatisfy'd with Roxana's compa- 
ny, that ſhe 6blig'd her, and her 
2 Mother, 
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Mother, to ſtay there all that nigh, 

and 'part- of the. next day, after 

which, the Su/tana diſmiſs'd them, 

not Avithout Preſents, as her Cu- 

ſtom was to do. 

Roxana Was in hopes that her 
Father would have ſtay'd for their 
return, to have taken them alon 
with him, but the Mother wiſh'd 
on the contrary, that he might be 
gone, that ſhe might enjoy more 
of thoſe pleaſant Converſations 
with the Muftz, of which ſhe had 
had but a ſmall reliſh, which made 
her mouth water for more. This 
. that made Roxana's ſorrow for 4- 
ladin's departure, when ſhe was 
return'd home, was a matter of 
rejoycing for the Mother ; and 
both believing that all was of the

Zora was likewiſe giving 
all the neceſſary orders beforehand, 
for to diſtance all the Servants from 
Roxana's Apartment, that no inter- 
ruption ſhould be given that way, 
and had found 'out a means to di- 
vert the Mother another way, ſo 
that all things were in a readineſs, 
and ſeem'd toconcur with the grand 

Deſign. | + 
. Cara, who fince the. late Engage- 
ment he had with Zora, was more 
aſliduous in his Viſits than ever, ſel- 
dom fail'd of ſeeing her once a day, 
he .did uſually take the time 
that Roxana walked in her Garden, 
becauſe that ſhe, not caring much 
for Zora's Company, would go 
without 
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without her, whereby Cara had 
the greater liberty of entertaining 
her ; according to his Cuſtom he 
came, and finding ſcarce any per- 
ſon in the body of the Houle, £0» 
ra her ſelf being, juſt at that inſtant, 
out of the way, Cara believing 
that ſhe might bein her own Cham- 
ber, went to ſee, but findiog her 
not there, and paſſing by Kexana's 
Chamber, looked in, but not ſeeing 
her there neither, and that the Key 
was in Roxana's Cloſet door, he 
ventured in, and having knock'd, 
and no anſwer made, he made bold 
to Open the Door and peep in.

_ Roxana being ſomewhat indif- 
pos'd, did return from her Garden

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he flung himſelf at Roxana's feet, 
who had been prevented by the 
Mufti, trom diſcovering Cara in the 
Cioſet ;' you may imagine with 
what apprehenſions he remained 
there; Roxana, infinitely fur- 
prizd to find her felt alone with 
the Mufti, and the door ſhur, would 
have got to her Cloſet ; but the 
Mufti taking hold of her Garment, 
faid, Can you have ſo much 
crueity in you, Madam, as to let 
me periſh here, and not ſo much as 
afford me one word of Comfort ? 
Speak, Madam, and let me know 
; | whether you doom me to life or 
' | death; there pauſing, Rexaza, who 
could not get from him, was forced 
to make him this anſwer, I wonder, 
Sir, that notwithſtanding TI have fo 
frequently told you, that I ſhould 
eternally ſo much love the memo- 
ry of [brahim, that I ſhould never 
afford to ſpare one grain of Love 
on any thing elſe, you will ſtil per- 
ſiſt in a fruitleſs purſuit of an ima- 
g10ary 
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ginary Bliſs ; which you can never 
obtain. If the World, Madam, re- 
plyed the Mufti, is not miſtaken, 7- 
brahim, did gain from you, what 
you ſo ſeverely deny to me. To un- 
deceive you, Sir, replyed Roxana, 
If you pleaſe to riſe, for I muſt nor 
ſee you any longer in ſo unbecom- 
ing a poſture betore me, I will tel! 
You, that though Ibrahim was my 
Husband, as much as all the ſacred 
Tyes of taithiul Promiſes and Oaths 
could bind us together,never to mar- 
ry any, other, and to conſummate 
that our private Contrat and Ma» 
riage ſo ſoon as we had brought 
my Parents to conſent, Know, Sir, 
I fay, that I never admitted him to 
any further favour, than the moſt 
modeſt Virgin in the World would 
a perſon that werean abſolute ſtran- 
ger, ſetting alide one ſingle private 
enterview, unto.

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But Madam, avſwered the Mufti; 
your promiſes were made to- a li- 
ving man, and they did bind you 
no longer than till death had broke 
thoſe bonds, Sir, replyed Roxana, 
interrupting bim, with a little heat, 
if the Vows I made him were made 
void by my death, which I wiſh 
had been fo, he had not been 
freed from his part towards my me» 
mory, had he remained alive ; the 
ſame it is with me. I tell you I am 
{til} an untouch'd Maid, and thar 
| [in the reſolution I am at preſent, 
\ [which I hope time will never al- 
ter, ſhould a Lover with an Em- 
pire be offered me, I ſhould reject 
it, though it were in the juſt and 
lawful account of marriage; where- 
fore, Sir, never think to gain any 
the leaſt point over me 1n thoſe 
ſiniſter ways that you attempr. 
Then, Madam, replyed the Muftz, 
ſeeing that you are ſo plain, I will

. and 
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and ſtrength, that I can no longer 
| be Maſter over it, I am now come 
to know of you, whether I muſt 
obtain by copſent or by force, that 
without which I can nolonger live, 
and be my ſelf, This made Roxana 
to change Colour, look about her, 
and to tremble,not being able to ſtir 
from the place where ſhe was, 
which was far from the Door. Af- 
ter this, ſaid ſhe, it is neither ſafe 
nor juſt, for me to remain here, 
wherefore let me go, or I ſhall call 
for aid. In vain, Madam, replyed 
the Mufti, 1 have provided before 
hand, againſt all preventions, you 
are in my Power.

vain all this, I am not a perſoft to 
do my work by halves, I once a- 


gain tell you, that no body can 


hear you, and that I will not loſe 
this fair opportunity, and this ad- 
vantage of giving a vent to thoſe 
Flames, which would burn me up 
ro aſhes, ſhould they remain any 
longer blazing in my breaſt. Rox- 
ana made her laſt effort, to get from 
him, ' towards the door, which 
made the Mufti ſay, Nay then, Ma- 
dam, I muſt carry you to that 
Couch, with that taking her up 
In his Arms, notwithſtanding all 
the reſiſtance that ſhe-could poſ- 
ſibly make, he carried her to- 
wards the Couch, at which, ha- 
ving given a great ſhriek, ſhe fain- 
ted away in his Arms.

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When Cara had heard the Muf- 
ts refolution of forcing Roxana, | 
he had deſign'd to reſcue her, 
though he run himſelf into great 
danger by it; but to diſguiſe him- 
ſelf, he had put upon him a long 
Veſt of Cloth of Silver, and flung 
a thick Veil over his head, and 
face, which conceal'd him: from 
any bodies knowledge ; ſo ſoon as 
he heard Roxana's laſt ſhriek, and

Cara,tearing that the longer heſtaid, 
the more difficult it would be for 
him to get off without being 
known, made after her, out of 
the Chamber, and being got in a 
blind paſlage, he let drop his diſ- 
guiſe, and as well as he could, got 
out of the Houſe, being perceiv'd 
by no body but one Slave, who 
was at the outward gate. Roxana 
having at this ſecond apparition of 
the Viſion, taken more notice of 
it, did fancy that ſhe knew that

Roxana was not interrupted 10 
the leaſt by Zora, ſhe had been\ſo 
frighted, at what her Brother had 
told her, juſt paſſirig by her, and 
what the her ſelf had ſeen, that ſhe 
had not the courage to return to 
Roxana's Chamber, not doubting 
but that Rox2na would pronounce 
her acceflary in her own thoughts, 
if not the chief Inſtrument of the

to believe it ſo, had not ſhe miſt

All things 
did thus tend little by- little to- 
wards their determination on the 
three Lovers accounts, who were 
all very impatient of the arrival 
of the happy moment in which 
they were to conſummate their 
Joyes; but above all did the Muf- 
ti grow impatient, when he re- 
ceiv'd a Summons from the Coun- 
ct, to give his attendance there 
forthwith, to deliberate of the 
meaſures thar ſhould be taken to 
keep the diſcontented and murmu- 
ring People quiet, during the ab-

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fence of the Court: the Buſineſs 
being of very great concern, re- 
quired alſo a long and vigorous 
debate about the means that were 
beſt to be us'd: the Council on 
this buſineſs was divided; and e- 
very. one, - according as his own 
particular Intereſt guided him, gave 
his voice for this or that way, 
Our Muf:; did all he could. poſ- 
fivle to bring things to a con» 
cluſion, bur could not prevail ; be 
had divers. times made offers to 
retire, (it growing towards the 
bour of his aſſignation) but had 
been oblig'd as often to fit down 
again, by Amurat's Command ; 
at laſt, the Council having made 
an end of. the buſineſs in hand, 
broke up, and our MHufri was: let 
looſe to his own defires; he made 
all the haſte that he could poſli- 
ble to his own Lodgings, to ac- 
commodate himſelf a little fit for 
the great, Work he had in hand, 
but the_hour appointed being al- 
ready 
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ready” eome',, he made all the 
haſte imaginable towards A/adin's 
Houſe. 

Cara had not faild to come at. 
the critical minute to enjoy his 
dear Zora, who having before hand 
taken all her meaſures with the 
Mufti, ſo that he was not to ſee 
her any more that night, but go 
directly to find Roxana in Alas 
din's Chamber, ſhe had retir'd her

cluded-that Zora did obſerve that 
filence, either to prevent him from 
making a noiſe, or that it was in 
point of modeſty ; wherefore he 
troubled himſelf no further, but 
fell about the buſineſs that he was 
come for: he was ſtrangely fur- 
priz'd in ſeveral reſpets.

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Roxana, in the mean time, ha- 
ving amongl{t the reſt of her ex- 
travagant talk, mention'd the Muf- 
t?s Name two or three times. The 
Mother having given ſtrict Charge 

ſhe ſhould be held in her Bed, did 
go to Zora's Chamber, to ſee. her, 

and to ask her ſome queſtions, She 

asked of her, in the firſt place, who 

bad ſo wounded her, to which Zora 

made anſwer, that having heard a

been ſeen by them this day. He may 
have beew here, and you not know it, 
reply'd the Mother. No, Madam, 
anſwered Zora, I can, and will 
give you ample f ot, of what T ſay. 
And pray, Madam, continued the, - 
becauſe my Wound will not permit 
me to write, call but for ſome body 
that can, and I will ſend the Muft1 
word, that he ſhould grove us an exact 
account of the places and Company he 
bas been with all the Day, and all 
the night. A perſon being brought, 
Zora bid him only write, ju/ti- 
fie your ſelf, and give good proofs 
where yow have been of late. This 
was preſently ſent by Zora's ſpecial 
order, to her Brother, who was 
found in his Bed. By this time 
the Surgeons being come, they 
took Zora in hand, and dref- 
ld her Wound. 


No 
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No ſooner did the Mufti read 
that note, but ke preſently got up, 
though it was fo earl y,and he began 
hisCertificate,whichwas,thathaving 
been at the Council till paſt twelve 
of the Clock, he had from thence 
. gone home, from whence he had not 

ce ſtirr'd out. This was ſign'd by all 
his Servants. Of truththere was but 
one, who knew of his going out, 
who was hisConfident,the othersbe- 
lieving really that he had not been 
out that night. So ſoon as it was 
convenient for him to ſtir forth, he 
went to divers of the Counſellors, 
and obtain'd from them their bands 
to certifie, that he had been with 
them in the Council Chamber, till 
after twelve, telling them, to ſatis 
fie their Curioſity, that a wager 
depended upon it ; after that he went 
to all the other places where he 
had been all that day, and ob- 
tain'd from thoſe Perſons in whoſe 
Company he had been, to (gn to 
his Certificate, which he ſent back 
to Zora. He 
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He thought this a very neceſſa- 
ry thing for him todo out of hand, 
becauſe the Court was moving that 
day, . towards - the Holy | Wa- 
ters, that he might be ſo far juſtifi 
ed to the World, that he ſhould 
not in his abſence be accuſed of a 
deed, which he verily believ'd was 
done, but knew not by whom, and 
had no hand in it, with hopes, 
that at his return, he might renew 
his Friendſhip with Roxana, who 
ſtill ſtuck at his heart, though he 
believ'd her raviſh'd. Thus he fitted 
himſelf for the Journey, and went 
with the Court. The Phyſiti- 
ans having adminiſter'd things to 
Roxana, in order to. compoſe her 
Ppirits, and to cauſe her to reſt.

all thoſe hands were true: the Muf-

thus was Roxana ſtill in the 
dark, as to the knowledge of her 
Raviſher; but though ſhe found 
that the Muffi was not the imme» 
diate Pzrſon, ſhe ſuſpeRed thar -it 
was his, and t's Siſter's contrivance 
and deſign, but thar by ſome 
ſtravge accident ſome other per- 
ſon 1:1 made uie of an opportu- 
nity which Fortune had preſented 
to them. She enquird what was 
become of the Sctmiter,with which 
ſhe had wounded Zora, and deſir'd 
to jee it: it was brought to her,

to be bid to' go twice; and” that 
very day, the retir'd to the Houſe 
of a Rehtion of hers, and Roxas 
xe livd with her Morher a more 
retir'd life than ever : all her di- 
verſion being in walking ſome- 
times in- her Garden, fittg a 
while ia the Summer-houſe, and 
the reft of her time fhe ſpent in 
Sighs and Tears, in her own 
Chamber and Cloſet. 

The Court had not been gone a 
Month, but that a Rumor rua a- 
bout every where, that the Su/ra- 
»s was with Child; and there 
were divers perfons that did not 
ſtick to affirm, and offer tolay wa- 
gers thar it was of a young Prince. 
This made all-the Baſ/a's and other 
Grandees of the Port, and of the 


Empire, who were not of the Se& 


of Fat; to look about them ; they 
had very well inform'd themſelves 
of the Emperor and the Sultana's 
Phiſicians, that ſhe could not bring 
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forth a living Child, which made 


them conclude that theſe Rumors 
were ſpread abroad but to feel the 
pulſe of the People, and to find 
how it would be reſented by thoſe 
that were more particularly con- 

*cern'd in the buſinels. | 
Preſently a private Meſſenger 
was ſent to Prince So/iman, of that 
wicked praftice againſt his right 
to the Succeſſion of the Empire. 
He was of the blood of the Orro- 
mans, had married Zelinda, the 
Eldeſt of the two Daughters which 
Amurat had had by a former Sul- 
tana, who was of the true anci- 
ent Religion of Mahomet, and who 
had had her Children educated 
the ſame way, The youngeſt had 
been married to another Prince, of 
the ſame Religion alſo. The Prince 
return'd them thanks for the time- 
Iy advice which they had. given 
 bim; and he further deſir'd chem 
to continue their good will to- 
wards .him, - in giving. him from 
time 
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time to time, ſuch intelligences and , 
advices as might conduce to their 
own good as well as his, aſſuring 
them that he would ſtand by them 
againſt all: Attemprs which ſhould 
be mace againſt their Religion, 
Laws, and Liberties. 

This anſwer was ſo agreeable to 
their Wiſhes, which they- recetv'd 
from Prince Solyman, that it did nor 
only revive their drooping Spirits, 
but ſet them all to work themſelves, 
and, by Spyes upon Amwrat, and 
the Saultana's Perſon, to find our 
all that. they could of their de- 
ſigns againſt the Empire, and they 
at laſt tound that Cha- Abas the Per- 
fian Emperor had fo. poiſon'd the 
Sultana's mind by divers rich Pre- 
ſents, great aſſurances of his Aid 
and Succor in the great Work of 
Reformation (as he call 'd it,) :and 
the continual Solicitations of his 
Penſioners, and Emiſſaries :n the 
Ottoman Empire, that they no long- 
er doubted of their deſigned ruine, 
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and that they were fold with the 
Empire to Cha-4bass Ambition, 
They gain'd fome of the Ladies 
of the Mahometan Religion, whole 
places oblig'd them to be conſtant- 
Iy near the Sx/rana in the Serag- 
lio, to obſerve her exactly, and to 
give them trom time totime, what 
reports they could, concerning her 
fteigned pregnancy. 

The Emperor and the Sultana, 
having finiſhed their Pilgrunage 
and Devotions, the Court return'd 
to Conſtantinople with great joy, the 
Emperor and Sultana declaring 
publickly that ſhe was with Child ; 
tor which, great joy was expreſſed 
amongſt all the Followers of the 
Set of Haly, and our Mufti was 
none of the backwardeſt in pro- 
claiming the wonderful Miracle. 
But that did not hinder him from 
minding his own concerns, and 
learning thereaſons of Zera's com- 
ing away from Aladin's Family. 
She told him all that ſhe did ow, 
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and all that had paſſed in his ab- 
ſence, but ſhe did not know how 
the Certificate which he had ſenr, 
was taken; becauſe that ſhe had 
gone \from- thence that: very day. 
She after that asked him news con» 
cerning Cara, he told her that he 
had for ber ſake, got him the Com 
mand: of a' Gallty, and that he was 
gone to enter upon it, that after that 
he would 'return to Conſtantinople.

The Mufti did make tri inqui- 
ries aſter Roxaxa's Health, and di- 
vers offers: to. viſit her, but. all to 
no. purpoſe. ; he adgreſs'd himſelf to 
the Mother, who . receiv'd him- ves 
ry Civilly,and did expreſs ſo much 
ſatisfaction in his Converſation, that 
he cohtipu'd his, Viſits to her, not 
without, hopes to make her-in time 
an Inſtrument. for his accefs to bis 
beloved Roxana. He was not long 
without ſoliciting the Mother on 
that cor but ſtill ſhe wav'd 
the Diſcourſe, ,and; put;it off, not 
without. being offended.-. in. her-ſelb; 
at the ſlight . the. Mufti made of 
her Company, in ſocarneſtly preſ(- 
Gong for her Daughter, while: ſhe 


believed, her. ſelf, more ſuitable: in: 
Age. for. his , grave - converſation, 


than 
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than Roxane was. But the Mufti at-. 
laſt growing quite weary of the. 
Mother's company, which made 
him to ſlacken his Viſits, ſhe was 
obligd to make him a Promiſe, 
that ſhe would ſpeak to Roxana a- 
bout him, to keep him {till to her. 
That made him to repeat his Viſits 
more frequently again, but till. 
more to ſolicite and preſs the Mo- 
ther to obtain leave of her Davgh- 
ter, that he might ſee her, than for 
any diverſion which he could pleaſe . 
himſelf with, in the Mothers Com- + 
pany ; however he appear'd as com-. 
plaiſant towards her as he could + 
torce himſelf to repreſent, and he 
did ſo preſs the Mother to the -- 
performance of her promiſe, that 
the. was at laſt forc'd to ſpeak to » 
Roxana about it. 

Roxana did not only. receive 
with all the coldneſs imaginable 
what ſhe ſaid, but.took upon her 
to. reprimand her Mother for en- 
gaging her ſelf in ſo fowl a buſineſs, . 
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declaring cnce for all, that if ſhe 
would not let her be quiet at Con- 
ſtantinople, where ſhe remained 
meerly in.complaifance to her, and 
without any: the leaſt inclination 
of her own, ſhe would immedi- 
ately write to her Father, to fend 
for her into the Country, This 
anſwer made the Mother mute for 
ever after in the Mafti's concerns," 
and rather than ro be mewd 
again as ſhe had formerly been, in 
the Country, (which ſhe fear'd 
would happen but too ſoon,) ſhe 
reſolv'd to loſe one Courtier, 
in the perſon of the Mufrzz, to 
preſerve all the reft that addreſs'd 
rhemſelves to her. She therefore 
told the Mufti ; that ſhe had us'd 
. all her endeavours to perſwade her 
Daughter, but all to no purpoſe, 
the being ſo wedded to her deep 
Melancholy of late, that ſhe abhor- 
red all manner of Converſanon, 
This made our Mufti tro withdraw 
himſelf in a ſhort cime after _ 
cnc 
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the Mother's Coverfation alſo, 
though not to defiſt from his a 
morons purſuit 'of . Roxana, 
Great r<joycings were at Court 
for the Su/tana's pregnancy, Cha- 
Abas faild not to fend an Ambatl- 
fador to Congratolate the Emperor 
and 'Sultand about it, And at laſt 
the time catne of the Su/rana's quick- 
ning, thofe news redoubled the 
joys of the #alifts, infomuch, that 
they no longer doubted of a Snc- 
ceſſor 'to the Empire, that ſhould 
be of their Set, and that conſe- 
quently would preſerve that Reli- 
pion in the Empire. Mean time 
the true Mahometiſts, who were 
all diffraciated, and laid aſide from 
all- Offices of Truft, and publick. 
Employes, were very diligent in 
their enquiry into things, and they 
had a very great progreſs in the: 
diſcovery of Cha- Abas's deſigns, but 
they thought it not time yet to 
ſhew the leaſt ſign of their know- 
kdge; that did fo perſwade the ZzZa- 
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liſts, that they were poſleſt-with a 
Spiritof ſtupidity,and that they were 
wholly depriv'd . of. all Senſe” and 
foreſight of their Miſery at hand, 
that they ſet the leſs guard on their 
Actions, and ated 1o viſtbly their 
wicked Deſigns, that they became 
obvious to the very Vulgar Eyes. 
But amongſt all thoſe _rejoyciogs, 
care was taken to diſtance from 
Conſtantinople, all ſuch Perſons as 
were to be concernd in. prying 
more narrowly into the, Birth of 
the Pretended Child, thang were 
conſiſtent with-the Za/:/ts Deſigns, 
Wherefore ſome were confin'd to 
their Country Houſes ; ſome few, 
who had yet ſome Governments 
of Provinces, were charg'd not to 
ſtir from thence without ſpecial or- 
ders from the Emperor; others 
were ſent in Embaſſy. Amurat's 
youngeſt Daughter was ſent by the 
forc'd Advice of her Phyſicians, to 
ſome Baths of warm Waters, at a

of which ſhe foundno want. In fine, 
all .but the Mufties- of the :true 
Mahometan Religon, were diſpers'd 
far enough from offering to. prye 
into the grand Secrets of the Court, 
But. thoſe Muftzes,, were. to be.dif 
posd of alſo: Our Myft#+ was'em- 
ploy'd particularly in that work, 
he invented a Paper, which be caus'd 
Amurat to- proclaim, was: his plea- 
ſure, ſhould be read in all the Moſ- 
wees in his Dominions, | which was 
> much againſt che. formal Laws 
of the Empire, - and :of ſuch dan- 
gerous Conſequences to the true 
Mahometan Religion, that the Muf- 
ties unanimouſly declin'd the read« 
ing of them, in -their :refpeQive 
Moſquees, only ſome few that were 
Temporiſers, did facrifice to their 
Intereſt and Ambition, the true 
DiQates of their own Conſciences; 
This was ſufficient matter to 
bring thoſe refuſing Mufties into 
Examination, they were examin'd

before Amura?, 'and natwithſitan- 
ding all that they did 'alledge -of 
juſt 'and honeſt, -m . vindication of 
their Innocence from the aſperſion 
of Diſobedience, and Rebellion, with 
" Which they were charg'd, they 
were all ſent Priſoners to the Tower 
of; the Dardanelies. 

'As this Confinement of the Muf- 
tzes did highly rejoice the Halrfty, 
which did all conclude from thence, 
a' ſudden fall of the Mahowmetan Re- 
Lgion, to the Ekvation-of theirs, 
ſo-it did raiſe ſuch fears and appre- 
henfions in the true Mahomeriſts, 
thzt they began to provide with 
more vigour than ever, though un- 
derhand, - againſt the Fatal ſtroke, 
which was ready to fall wpon their 
Religion, Rights, and Lives, They 
feat Meſſengers to Prince Solymay, 
to: gntreat him to be in a readineſs 
to defend his owu Right, and the 
Eaws of the Empire. He hearken'd 
to their advices, and made Prepa- 
rations underhand to aifiſt _ 
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of his own Religion, and- td free 
them from Per/ran ſlavery. ' Thus: 
were all Parties butte in ſupporting 
and promoting their own in | 
by all means imaginable. The one

Roxana was not without a very 
great increaſe of trouble on her part, 
notwithſtanding the general rejoi- 
cing of all thoſe of her own SeR. 
She had felt fome mottons in her 
Belly, which ſhe was not accuſtom'd 
to feel, which with ſome ſick firs, 
that had lately come upon her, had 
made her to give her Mother ary 
account of the whole ;. her Mother 
did prefently Judge by what her 
Daughter had told [her pins by ſome 
other Circumſtances, and Signs,that 
Roxana had not only been raviſh'd, 
bur that ' ſhe had been pot with 
Child alſo'; She confirin'd + her 
Davghrter in thoſe Suſpictons that 
ſhe had of it, and the knowledge 
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of that further miſchief did whol- 
ly.. caſt down. Roxana, ſo that 
rom that: time ſhe confin'd her 
ſelf entirely to her Chamber, .and 
would not- admit but one from 


amongſt all her Servants, in which

Our Mufti was not ſatisfied with 
applauding himſelf, with his late 


invention, wherewith he had en- 
. trapp'd his great Enemies, the

by-all his Party, not ſparing 4- 
murat. and the Sultana from ac- 
knowledging his.

This is very ill 
for poor Roxana, faid the Su/tana, 
the rather, becauſe that there is 
no means left to know her Raviſher, 
who, though I do not believe to be 
defignedly ſo, yet deſerv/d. ſome pu- 
wiſhment, for uſing ſo ill the oppore 
tenity which he had of ſerving 
r Roxana 7n a nobler way ; at 
leaſt, if he were a perſon ſutable to 
her rank, he fould be compelF'd to 
marry her, or I ſhould loſe my In- 
Fereft with Amurat.

Amu- 
rat had-notice given that the Sul- 
zana Was in Labour, and he ſent to 
his late Brother's S«/tana, and to 
divers others of the Sect of Fat, 
inſtantly to repair to that Appart- 
ment, to Which the Sultana had 
been newly tranſported, there pre- 
ſently was a conſiderable appearance 
at the appointed place, of ſuch as 
were of the Sect of Zal;, except 
two or three at the moſt of old 
true Mahometiſts, who being held 
in Diſcourſe by Amurat at the Beds 
feet, the Curtains being ſhvt cloſe 
round the Bed, ſo that nothing was 
to be ſeen, and ſcarce heard, for 
the Sultana not being accuſtomed 
to thoſe ſorts of Pageantry, ſhe 
could. not bring her ſelf to cry out 
with that vigour and ſtrength that 
acute Pains cauſe Women to do; 
but however the Child being con- 
veyed 
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veyed into the Bed by a by door; 
which was at the inward fide or 
Ruci of the Bed, (to which they 
had given ſome ſmall thing to 
cauſe it to ſleep, for fear that it 
ſhould cry out and diſcover all ) 
A little while afcrer the Midwife

The Mother 
loſt no time, and the Meſſenger 
came. juſt as Roxana was getting 
into the Galley. Cara having re- 
ceiv'd his order, and, by the reti- 
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nue, believing his Charge to be 
ſome perſon of quality, who de- 
fir'd to remain conceal'd,. he ſhew'd 
her "a the beſt Cabbin, yo" 
urther inquiry who this per- 
5 ſhould be. - and of truth, 
there was no body there that could 
inform him: for at Roxamna's de 
parture-from Conſtantinople, all her 
own Servants had been diſcharg'd, 
and new ones, which ſhe had ne- 
ver ſeen before, were appointed to 
wait on-her that Journey. 

Thus: was poor , unfortunate 
Roxana doom'd to death, and ſent 
to it by him who had been the 
chief cauſe of - her greateſt ſorrow. 
But the Heavens, who permit 
ſometimes Wickednefs to triunjph 
over Innocence and Virtue: for a 
while, will not reſt cill they have 
brought the Wicked to Punith- 
ment, not permitting Goodneſs to 
be always oppreſs'd, as we ſhall 
ſee in the continuation of Roxana's 


Story. 
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The great rejoycing which the - 
Haliſts made for their young Heir: - 
to the Empire, did- but the more - 
incenſe thoſe of the true Mabome- - 
tan Religion, who were highly 
diſturb'd already at the impriſon- 
ing of their Muftzes,and they mur- - 
murd openly at it, which caus'd - 
that the Zalfts,, who had now -- 
no further occaſion for their Con»-- 
finement, at leaſt for the preſent, -. 
did releaſe them, after -a kind of-- 
Examination, which: was more for- + 
Form, than any- thing that could- : 
with Juſtice be alledg'd. agaiaft - 
them. But more Severity than e--- 
ver was usd againſt all true-MHa- -- 
hometiſts ; and the Zaliſts were ſo-- 
full of the defigns which they had 
of ſuddenly deſtroying: them, that - 
they could- not forbear their open 
threatnings. Of -truth, it was 
diſcover'd that there was an agree- 
ment made betwixt Azaurat's Coun- 
cil and Cha-Abas -to deſtroy -all 


ſuch as would not become Halifts; 
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and to that purpoſe, ' Cha- Abas was 
to ſend a Perfian Army into the 
Ottoman Empire, which was to al- 
fiſt the Zalifs in their wicked de- 
figns, to totally root out the 
True, Ancient Mahometan Religi- 
on, to deſtroy all the maintain- 
ers thereof with Fire and Sword, 
and to clear the whole Empire of 
that Religion 

The Blow was ready to be gi- 
yen, when that all the Nobility 
of the Ancient and True Religion 
of Mahomet, made an aſlociation 
amongſt themſelves, to ſtand and 
fall one by another, for the main- 
tenance of their Religion, and the 
preſervation of the fundamental 
Laws of the Empire. This they 
hgned , and ſent over to Prince 
 Soliman, by a particular Meſſen- 

ger, with Letters to humbly in- 
ereat him to defer 'no longer his 
coming to redeem them from Sla- 
very and [dolatry; that now the 
Perfian Sword was ready to fall 
upon 
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upon their Heads, and that if he 
ſtay'd any longer from giving 
them aſliſtance, that in their ruine 
he would meet with an end to all 
his juſt pretenſions to the Succellt= 
on of the Empire. 

Soliman, who had had ſure in- 
telligences from all hands of Cha= 
Abas deſigns, that knew that he 
would no ſooner have cone with 
the Ortoman Empire, but that he 
would be for diveſting of him al- 
ſo, of his Dominions, did preſent- 
ly march at the head of a great 
Army, into the Ottoman Territo- 
ries ; where being come, and not 
finding the Baſ/a's 10 joyn with 
him, as they had aflur'd him they 
would do, he was thinking ot. 
retiring again, knowing well, that 
how great ſoever his Army was, 
it was very inſufficient to oppoſe 
Amurat's Forces, fo long as they 
remain'd united ; but ne was not: 
long in that ſuſpenſe, for fo ſoon 
as the Nobles had conveniences ,, 
they 
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they. all- came over with their 
men to him, who being fo ſtrong- 
ly reinforc'd, and Amwrat's Army 
ſo weaken'd, or ratherentirely rut 
ned, he march'd ſtreight-way tc« 
wards Conſtantinople, without the 
teaſt conſiderable reſiſtance, all pla- 
ces yielding to him as he march'd. 

This ſudden and unexpetted 
Change in the /Zalifts Aﬀairs, did 
fo ſurpriſe them, that every one of 
them began to ſhift for themſelves, 
amongſt which, the Prieſts of eve» 
ry order of Za/7's Set, were not 
the laſt, Amurat himſelf, ſeeing 
what a. prodigious Change had 
happend. in all his Dominions, 
thought. it neceſſary to fend 'ſe- 
cretly away, the Su/tane with the 
Child, into Cha- Abas's Dominions, 
and he himſelf, did not long after, 
follow. them, refolv'd to deprive 


himſelf of the Empire for the good || 


of his Subjects, ſeeing that the con-. 
ſtitution of the Government did 
not ſute with his Religion. 
| It 
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It is now time we ſhould return 
to poor unfortunate Roxaxa. At her 
reception into the Ga/ley, through 
her diſorder in getting in, her Vail 
had fallen ſo much afide, as'to give 
Cara 8 ſufficient view; co let him 
know what a Beautiful Perf a he 
was intruſted withal. But Roxana 
was ſo alter'd from her former con- 
dition, by her inceſſant grief, that 
perſons who had more and frequent- 
er opportunities of ſeeing her, than 
Cara, would not have known her 
apain ; beſides, he was far from im- 
magining, that ſhe, who had liv'd 
all along foretiredly, ſhould be for 
going into Perf/a, He had then as 
much ſight of her, as was ſufficient 
ro ſet his heart all on fire, and to 
create in him an extraordinary de- 
fire: of ſeeing more openly that 
Beauty, and of inquiring who ſhe 
was. 

Roxana's thoughts were taken up 
another way, ſhe ſitting alone in 
her Ca#/#, had time to rm over 
all 
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all her-Misfortunes, and to deſcant 
upon every particular Circumſtance 
of them.

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thoſe ailiduous. Services being. ſe- 
conded with divers Preients of Re- 
freſhments, and offers of further 
Services, Roxana had no .lopger a- 
ny place to doubt, but that all was 
the Effects of her untortunate beau- 
ty, as ſhe us'd to ſtile it, 

Upon this Opinion, ſhe began to 
build fome hopes to attain to the 
knowledge -of the Particulars con» 
tained in the fatal Letter, whereby 
ſhe hop'd that ſhe might find out 
ſome means to prevent that mif- 
chief, which ſhe was going to. To-

Where ſhe fate under a 
large Umbrello, incompaſſed- round 
with her own Slaves and Ser- 
vants. 

The Wind blowing a little freſh, 
her Vail was 'diſordered-by it, ſhe 
took. that opportunity of ſhewing 


her / 
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her ſelf, in pulling it quite' off, as 
ſhe was about ſetting of it in or- 
der again, as if by accident ; which 
cauſing her to- bluſh, ſhe ſaid - to 
Cara, who ſtood as if ſtruck with 
Thunder at the admiration of 
ſo much beauty, The very Ele- 
ments are ſet againſt me, they would 
not elſe have diſcovered to you, Sir, 
that which may hereafter ſlacken your 
Ervilities towards a Perſon, that 
wow you will have no longer any O- 
pinion that ſhe deſerves them, Cara 
ſtood ſtill mute, gazing' upon Rox- 
ana, though vail'd again, without 
the power to ſtir or ſpeakone word; .

Eyes, to ſee whether ſhe could call 
to mind any remembrance of him. 
You ſpeak, Sir, as if you knew me, 
at leaſt my Name, ſaid Roxana, and 
as if you were concern'd more than 
ordinarily at my miſery. Nay, you 
ſeem to believe that the Mufti is my 
Enemy? Your Enemy, Madam, 
replyed Cara, the blackeſt of them,

been likewiſe capable of reſting thoſe 
gentle efforts which I made on your 
Perſon, les, Madam, I here confeſs 
that I am the Perſon, who the Fea- 
vens thought more fit than the abo- 
minable Mufti, to gather theſe Fruits 
which he had" deftan'd aud contriv'd+ 
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for his own Toeth, with contrivances 
that were hatch'd in Hell. But, Ma» 
dam, I was innocent all this while ; 
witneſs the (trange ſurprizal I was 
in, to find that I bad gather d ſuch 
Fruit as none had ever touch'd before, 
at that time, that all my thoughts 
were bent only on Lora, who that we» 
ry night had made me an aſſignation

and Crown him with eternal Glo- 
ry and Renown, 

Thoſe and ſuch like Arguments, 
for that time, caus'd his Ambition 
to triumph over his. Love ; he 
yielded to their Advices, and per- 

mitted himſelt to be led by Inte- 
reſt, rothe prejudice of Love, who 
enraged at the Affront , deveſted 
Cha-abas Heart from its Natural 
Severity, and infus'd it into the

to- put Cha-abas upon glutting his 
Ambition by al baſe and violent

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Ulurpations, Breaches"of Treaties 
Treacheries upon the Territories 
of thoſe Neighbouring ' Princes 
that were at Peace'with him, 
which made the Grand Mufti 
himſelf to 'be affronted by 'him, 
by which doings he .has now 
drawn upon. him the hatred: of 
all- Princes, who have all joyn'd 
againſt him that will not hear of 
any Terms of : Accommodation ; 
who have oblig'd the Grand Mufti 
not to prote& him, but to aban- 
don him to the' juſt: Revenge of 
all. thoſe -Princes whom-he has ſo | 
highly offended, and that even 
will not aſſiſt Amwrat in the leaſt 
in the recovery. of his loſt Em« 
pire ,, becauſe it has happen'd 
through his following the evil 
Counſels of -the | Pertan Empe- 
rour , thougl: he is fo great''a 
Preſelyte to the Religion of iZ7aly, 
of which moſt or thoſe Confedes 
rate Princes againlt Cha-abas are 
Pro- 


6; & ns 
Profeſſors, Thus have the Mahoz 
metiſts, under pretence of Friend- 
ſhip to Perf, work'd thoſe Ends; 
and brought about thoſe purpoſes 
for the advantage of Pefina, which 
they could not compaſs by open 
force, and put the Peſmans by 
their entring into the Confedera- 
cy, in a Capacity of not only re- 
covering ſuddenly all that Cha-abas 
has at ſeveral times baſely ſtol'n 
from them, but-in- ſharing alſo:in 
that ſpoil which is intended of the 
whole Perftan Empire. I hope the 
Reader will pardon this Digreſli- 
on, on condition that I wilt not 
trouble him with any more.

Cha-abas having gone ſo far in

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make uſe of Amurat's Defertion 
of his. Empire, to his particular 
advantage, which could not be 
done, without cauſing Amurar” to 
change the Reſolution - which his 
good Nature had prompd him to, 
of retiring from the World into 
ſome Religious Place, there toend 
his days in Devotions. To this 
purpoſe Cha-abas gave Orders, 
That all perſons, from the high- 
eſt to the loweſt, in his Domini- 
ons, ſhould- give the ſame reſpe& 
to Amwurat and to his Sultana, as 
they usd to ſhew to himſelf; 
He' causd them to be bravely 
and magnificently entertaind in 
all places they paſs'd through , 
made his own Guards to attend 
them, -and ſent his own Chariots 
to' bring them to a magnificent Pa- 
lace which he had caus'd to be 
richly furniſh'd, and adorn'd with 
ll neceflary things for their Re- 


ception, and went ſome part of 
the 
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the way himſelf to receive them, 
with all the Demonitrations of 
Sorrow imaginable , and all the 
Aſſurances of Friendſhip, Aid and 
Aſliſtance that could be expected; 
proteſting, That notwithſtanding 
all thoſe formidable enemies which 
he had at that time on his hands, 
he would re-ſeat Amurat on his 
Throne; and that he would beg 
for Peace on his bare Knees of hig 
enemies, rather than not purſue 
the deſtruction of the Mahometan 
Religion, which he was refolv'd to 
accompliſh, happen what would, 
and to make Amurat 4 more glo- 
rious and abſolute Prince in the 
Ottoman Empire than ever any of 
his Predeceſſors had been. 

Thus did that Vain Man, that 
Monſter of Pride, Cruelty, and 
Ambition , domineer and huff, 
when be knew not which way to 
turn himſelf, before the Confede- 
rate Princes, who were all refolv'd

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to. pull down his Pride , and. to 
fake from-him at once all thoſe 
places, and whole Provinces which 
by fraud and deceit he had at di- 
vers times encroached and 'ſtoln 
from them, He had firſt tried all 


means imaginable, and hadapplyd: 


+ himſelf tro the Grand Mufti, and 
to the Emperour of Myrgena , 
with promiſes to reſtore'a]l that 
he had gained from them 3 but 
they told him, that they knew 
him too well to truſt any longer 
to his Word, which he had never 
kept. So that finding thar that 
would not do-, he had proposd 
to beg thoſe Princes Pardon which 
he had offended, and to make full 
reſtitution of all that he had poſ- 
ſeſt himſelf of theirs, with an af- 
ſurance, that he would ſubmir to 
all that they ſhould pleaſe to im- 
*poſe upon him, provided, they 
would but withdraw their Forces 
from falling upon him, till he had 
ac- 


| 


| 
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accompliſh'd thar great, Deſ ign he 
had ſo well begun , of totally 
rooting out tlie"true. Mahometan 
Religion : But thoſe Confederate 
Princes knowing, that all that he 
faid, 'was but to divert.them from 
raking revenge of all his perfidi- 
ous dealings againſt them ; and 
that at the very-time that he fo 
earneſtly begg'd for a Peace, he 
was animating and fomenting the 
Fleathens, to continuing 4 War as 
gainſt the Mahometiſts ; they 
therefore gave no-ear to any 
thing he ſaid, but went on ſtill 
with their preparations of War 
againſt him, with all the vigour 
1maginable. 

This made Cha-abas to look out 
for a"place of Retreat in time, in 


caſe he ſhould be driven-out of his 


own Empire ;. but he did, it with 
that ſame Pride and Oftentation 
Which uſually accompanies all his 


: Aﬀtions. He caſt his eye on the | 
Iſland. 
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Iſland Leridan , pertaining to 4- 
murat, and which ſtill held out 
for him , all the Natives of that 
Kingdom being- Zaliſts, and go- 
vernd by Clorinet, who was a 
great Haliſt alſo, and who had 
been plac'd in that ſtation by 4- 
murat. 

After then that he had brought 
Amurat and his S«/tanya to that 
Palace which he had appointed for 
them, and ſettled an Allowance 
for their Maintenance ſuitable to 
their Greatneſs, he began to con- 
ſider which way to begin, and in 
what proper Terms to propoſe to 
 Amurat, {ſo that he might not 
find out his drift , the reduRion 
of Clonſtad and of Albiona to 
him ; but Amurat was not long 
- Without giving him himſelf a fair 
opportuaity ot declaring his Mind; 
for. he being ſtill- dejected and un- 
conſolable, tor the loſs of the Love 
of his Subjects, without which ar 
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1 had no proſpe& of ever recover- 
| Ing his Right again, did ſtill pur- 
| ſue the Deſign which he had ta- 


ken , of leaving the World, and 


of retiring into ſome Religious 
Houſe, where to end his days in 
peace and quietneſs, and menti- 
on'd his Deſign to'Cha-abas, There 
needed no more to ſet the Perſiax 
Emperour on , this was matter 
ſufficient for him to work upon:

Leridan, where he'thought-13ithe 
moſt convenient to begin, by the 
total ſuppreſſion ' of all bis Maho- 
metan_Subjets , through the aid 
and affiſtance of thoſe Forces 
which were all Zal;ifs, under 
the Condu& - of his Lieutenant 
Clorinet, In fine, he faid ſo much 


to Amurat, and did fo ſubtly dif - 


guiſe his Defigns to him, nnder 
the Veil of Religion, that though 
he did not abſolutely yield 'to bis 
Reaſons, yet he had nothing to 
fay for himſelf, but that he would 


conſider of it, and give Cha-abas

Cha-abas finding that Amurat 

began to ſhake in. the handle , 

thought of making uſe of that 0- 


ther: means which had ſucceeded. 


fo well before,. which was, in put- 
ting the Sultana on following cloſe 
by Night thoſe Leſſons which he 
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- and the Muftics of his Party did | 
continually buz in Amurat's Ears 
all the Day long; which made 
Amurat to believe himſelf in a 
worſe condition than ever; and of 
truth, meerly to rid himſelf of 
- that continual trouble that he Jaw 
himſelf expoſed unto, by thoſe 
perpetual Tongue-Batteries, dif- 
charg'd againſt his Conſtancy and 
Reſolutions , he yielded to their 
Efforts, and began to capitulate 
with Cha-abas about the Buſineſs, 
Cha-abas told him, that he hid no 
other end in it, than the re-eita-

All theſe ſugard Bates did 4-, 
murat (wallow down, with the ' 
greateſt ſecurity that could be, 
not ſo much as once doubting in 
the leaſt, but that all that Cha- 
abas (aid, was real and fincere: He 
therefore reſolv'd once again to 
launch} himſelf into. the World, 
ans through Cha-abas kind aſli- 
ſtance, go and recover his loſt 
Empire.

his Word to Cha-abas of being

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We have had no occaſion in the 
Firſt Part of the Cour? Secret to 
mention this Perſon, but having 
divers opportunities to bring her 
upon the Stage in this Second 
Part, it is fitting that I ſhould give 
you a ſhort Deſcription of her : 
She was very handſome yet , 
though ſome few years had of 
late lefr ſome Traces - behind 
them, which ſpoke the Relicks

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Notwithſtanding that theſe 
Two laſt Words had been fut- 
ficient -to have enlightned a leſs 
diſcerning perſon than was C/or:- 
meta, yet the was ſo puft'd up with 
her pood Fortune, and fo prepol- - 
ſels'd with the Opinion, that all 
that Char abas ſaid, Was meant to 
her, that ſhe went confidently on, 
taking ll ro her (elf, and framing 
Anſwers ſuitable to her imaginati- 
oh, which the returti'd to Cha- abas 
with ſuch amorous Glanees, fuch - 
pathetick Expreſſions, and ſuch 
paſſionate Zeal , that Charabas 
could not but take notice of it, 
and believing it to be as it was, 
and finding her worthy ſome con-+ 
ſideratioh, he let her remain in her 
miſtake; and reſolv'd to take hold 
of an opportunity which offer'd 
it ſelf ſo fairly : thereforthe thus 
continued, 7es, Madam,” Toa have 
fo mary Charms, ahd' they fo porw- 
erfal, that ſhould you be my Subs 
C4. jedt,. . 
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 Jedt, they were capable of rendring 
me your Slave. Clorineta was go- 
10g to anſwer, when that ſhe per- 
ceivd her Muftz coming with a 
round pace towards the Pavilli- 
on : The very thoughts of his ap- 
proach , and diſcovering any In- 
trigue betwixt them, did ſo con- 
found her, that ſhe knew not 
what to ſay; and to avoid all 
Suſpicions, ſhe remov'd her Seat

time, . pleaded her melancholly 
Humour , which render'd her 
more fit for the Converſation of 
Religious Women, than to parti- 
cipate. of the Pleaſures of foſplen- 
' did a Court, eſpecially in. the ab- 
ſence of Amurat, who, for. ought 
ſhe knew, might be expoſed to. e- 
minent dangers, while, ſhe ſhould 
be revelling here ; but thoſe her 
ſuggeſtions having been over-rul'd 
by, divers Diſcourſes, back'd with 
aſſurances, that before all things 
could be fitted for ſo. magniti- 
| cent 
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cent an.Entertainment as he 1in- 
tended, there would certain news. 
come of Amarat's great ſucceſs 1n 
Leridan ; ſhe at laſt on thoſe Con-' 
ditions yielded to lend her preſence: 
to.ſa Noble an Aſſembly, where: 
all the Chief Lords and Ladies of 
the Perſian Court were generally 
invited. | 
Every body from that time be- 
gan to: make Preparatives to ap= 
pear as ſplendid .as they could at 
the Grand Ball, which was call'd 
The Ball of the Royal Love; and 
ta get ſuch Diſguiſes that would 
keep them from the knowledge of 
all Perſons, but thoſe unto whom 
they would be known. As for 
Cha-abas, he ſpar'd neither Coſt 
nor Charpes.to render it the moſt 
magnificent and ſplendid that ever 
was.

Obedience, which they had 
done to his Predeceſlors, on the 
aſſurance that he would faithfully 
and inviolably keep and. obſerve 
his Coronation-Oath, I fay, that 
many of his Loyal Subje&s did 
believe, and thought in their Con- 
ſciences, that the Emperour's 
Breach of his Oaths had diſpenc'd 
them from thoſe which they had 
taken try him of their Allegiance. 
; | Yet there remain'd ſome among(t 
them, who ſtill were of Opini- 
on, That though Amurat bad 
broke 
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broke his Coronation-Oath, that 
did not free them from thoſe 
Oaths of Allegiance to him 
which they had taken , ſaying, 
That his doing ill, or commit- 
ting an Errour, was. no warrant 
for them to do the ſame. But 
when it came to that paſs, that 
the Emperour deſerted them and 
. his Kingdoms , and thereby re- 
nounc'd to the proteAing and de- 
fending of them: Nay, That on 
the contrary, he joyn'd with the 
Haliſts againſt his own' People, 
and applied himſelf to the great- 
eſt declared Enemy of the Ort0- 
man Empire, and of the Mahome- 
tan Religion, which .he had de- 
clar'd over and over, he would 
root out of the World; then, I 
fay, that help'd to take off all 
thoſe Scruples which had been 
Jefr on their tender Confciences, 
and found, that what art firſt was 
but ſtrife , who ſhould have the 


upper 
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| upper hand, of the Z7a/i/ffs or Ma- 


hometans, in the Ortoman Empire, 
was now turn'd into a War of Re- 
ligion, in which the true ancient 
Mahometan Religion, the Laws of 
the Land, the Liberty of the Sub- 
j:&> were concern'd. In fine, 
where all lay at ſtake, and in 
which he that had ſworn to be 
their Protetor and Defender , 
was gone over to the greateſt 
Enemy of all their Rights , and 
had ſolicited him againſt his own 
People ; then they thought them- 
ſelves abſolutely ſreed from all 
Duties ro him, and from all fur- 
ther Paſſive Obedience, which 
was ſv much enjoyn'd to them 
by the DoQrine of their Church, 
who commanded them to fly 
from Perſecution in their own 
Land by their own Prince, into 
another, after that he had de- 
ſerted and abandoned them to 
their Deſtru&ion, and joyn'd _ 

ſel 
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ſelf to the implacable Enemy of 
their Religion, . Eſtabliſhed by the 
Laws-of the Nation. Then they 
thought that their ſtaying at 
home for the Defence of their 
own Religion, and to oppole the 
threatned Uſurpation and Invaſi- 
on of the Haliſts under Cha-abas 
condu4,was the ſame thing as their 
flying from Perſecution at home 
into another Country, now- that 
their Head, their King, their Pro- 
teftor had abandon'd them to the 
Fury of their moſt barbarous and 
bloody Enemies ; was the ſame 
thing as flying from Perſecution, 
had their Emperor ſtaid to protect 
them, Z 

. They therefore joyntly Crown- 
ed Prince So/iman and the Princeſs 
Zelinda, as the next Heirs to the 
Crown, which had been forfeited 
to them by Amurat's abandoning 
of it ; and they took thoſe uſual 
Oaths which are tender'd to all the 
Em-

Emperour's at their Coronation ; 
and the People acknowledg'd 
them to be their Lawful King 
and Queen, and on that account 
ſwore to them the Oaths of O- 
bedience, Allegiance and Submil- 
ſion, which were uſual on ſuch 
occaſion ; all which was confirm'd 
by the Grand Council of the Em- 
pire, receiv'd in all parts, and pro- 
claim'd throughout the whole Em- 
pire ,. except by a ſmall Party of 
Halifts, which had been kept to- 
gether in Arms'in Leridan by Clo. 
rinet, after he had turn'd out 
from amongſt them all © thoſe 
that profeſt the Mahometan Reli- 
g10N, 

News by this time are come to 
 Tpahan of the Perfians Fleet fafe 
arrival at Leridan, where they 
had. diſcharg'd their Men and Am- 
munition, and where A4murat at 
his firſt Landing, had obtain'd a 
conſiderable Advantage over his 
- Enemies, 
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Enemies, and had great hopes to 
ſubdue that Kingdom, to tranſ- 
port thoſe Forces afterwards into 
the Kingdom of C/on/tade, where 
there was a great Party ready to 
receive him ; from whence, after 
that was recoverd, he would 
march with his Conquering Army 
into 4/bona, and ſo make himſelf 
once more Maſter of his Empire. 
Theſe Letters were ſhown to the 
Sultana, who not finding the ſame 
Contents in Amurat's Letters to 
her, nor in Clorixer's Letters to 
his Wife, ſo clearly ſer down, did - 
fear giving too much Credit to 
them ; but what with the  con- 
ſtruing which was put on the 
Saltana's and Clorineta's Letters, 
the Sultana was perſwaded to be- 
lieve all that was told her, as moſt 
authentick, which made her re- 
ſolve to breathe a little, and to 
oive ſome releaſe unto her con- 
tinual Sorrow, imappearing accor» 
ding

ding. to. her Grandeur and Rank 
at the great Mask, with all the 
Mirth and Jolity that her preſent 
Condition could atford her to 
yield. 

Cha-abas was fo ſtrongly bent 
on. this great Deſign, that one- 
would have thought he had no 0- 
ther buſineſs in hand ; He laid a» 
ſide all other Concerns, and did 
reſolve, happen what would, to 
give. all the Scope and Liberty 
imaginable ta his Amours, which 
made ſuch a noiſe;/that ſome of 
the more Sober ſort of his Court 
did not think convenient to ap- 
pear at that great Feſtival, at a 
time when the Bleſſing of- Heaven 
was to have been implor'd upon 
their Arms againſt ſo many for- 
midable Enemies that did encom- 
paſs them round : -Of truth there 
was. not leſs; than 157000 Men 
arm'd againſt Perffa: There was 
of the Myrgenians 7000, of the 
Abranians 
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Abravians 10000. of the Wasbians 
5000 under rhe Conduct of the 
moſt Valiant Baſſa of Abravia. The 
Baſſa of Reinola had the Com- 
mand of 2zo000. Myrgentans and 
Cranfonians, 10000, Honiſeans , 
8000. Swibrunckians and Brugul- 
yeans, and 8000. Seheſeans : The 
Baſſa of Grubdenbran commanded 
of Grubdenbranians 26000. and of 
Stennumians 6000 : The Aga 
Kalkwad led 5o0000.. Halldonians, 
and there was 7000. Pe/inians, be- 
ſides the formidable Navies which 
threatned him by Sea. All theſe, 
I fay, could not abate any thing 
of his Ambyv19n, eſpecially now 
that it was boy'd up, and carried 
on the Wings of Love. Art laſt, 
his particular Mafti, unto whom 
only he imparted the Secrets of 
his Hearr , was pitch'd upon to 
repreſent ta+him the unleaſona- 
bleneſs of the thing , and the 
great inconveniences that would 

2 attend. 
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attend it. But he ſeverely rebu» 
ked him for his' unask'd for ad- 
vice, and deſired thim not to trou- 
blei/him with his Counlcls, till he 
fent for him. 

The Mufti, whoſe Name was - 
Chilaſe , was but newly return'd 
home, nor- much concern'd how 
he had ſucceeded in his ' Admont- 
tion .to Cha-abas, when Repſet 
came to\give him a Viſit. They 
were both of the wicked Order of . 
the Mahometiſts : They had held. 
perpetual Correſpondence by Let- , 
ters with one another; all the * 
time that the Deſtruction of the 
Mahometan Religianin 4/biona had 
been hatching, they were very fa- 

miliar together , and no Secret 
was hid from one another but in 
their Amours; there they were 
Two, as unanimous foever they 
were in all other Buſineſſes. Rep- 
ſer's Deſign in that Viſit was to 
learn, whether Cha-abas had ſaid 
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any thing to Chilaſe concerning | 
the miſtake which he had lately 
made in the. Garden : He had 
made his Peace well enough with 
Clorineta , but he would gladly 
have known how the Emperour 
had reiented it, and what | his 
thoughts might be on that -ac- 
count. Chilaſe told him , That 
he had not ſpoken but once fince 
to Cha-abas, who was-1o atten- 
tive to his great Entertainment, 
that then he had rebuk'd him 
for offering to give him ſome 
Advice about it , which he had 
been defired to do by ſome of 
the principal Lords of the Court : 
\ But let him go en, continued he, 
we ſhall have the ſatufattion of 
being partakers of it. 1 es, ſaid 
R-plet, though not in ſo bigh a 
meaſure as he defigns for himſelf : 
Of truth it muſt be confeſſed , con- 
, tinued he , the New Objett of bis 
Love, which puts him on all. _

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has ſuch powerful charms, that na 
Fleſh and Blood. were able to reh/t. 
Tou jpeak ſo. feelingly of the Effetts 
of thoſe charms , reply'd Chilaſe, 
that 1 cannot but fancy you 'are © 
more than ordinary intereſted in it. 
No Brother, reply'd Repſet , rhe 
great number of cares that: 1 had 
continually upon me, and the Na- 
ture of them , did keep. me off of 


. any ſuch Deſigns, though certainly 


ſhe 1s the fineſt Perſon in the World, 


the moſt courteous and affable to the 


. meaneſt of her Subjeits ; and it vs 


a thouſand pities that ſhe has ax 
Husband wbo is not capable, through 
his .infirmities, to perform towards 
her thoſe Matrimonial Dewoirs which 
ſhe ought in reaſon to expedl, and 
which to0000 Perſons would think 
themſelves moſt happy to ſupply her 
with, What pity then is zt, ſaid 
Chilaſe, that ſhe ſhould now be 
courted by another Prince as inſuffi» 
cient to perform to any purpoſe 

D-2 . thoſe - 
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thoſe amorous Offices, which in rea- 
ſon ſhe might expett >, were ſhe in 
the leaſt flexible to his applicati- 
ons? But, in my Opinion, ſhe has 
not the Air, carries not that Gay- 
ety of Humour , that Briskneſs, 
which uſually ſpeaks a Perſon amo- 
rous, No more do many other Wo- 
men, anſwer'd Repſet, who never- 
theleſs are all Love: I tell you, 
that any perſon that would manage 
that buſineſs diſcreetly , might 0b- 
tain from her more than you think, 
if they did but obſerve to nick her 
reſerv'd Humour, 'and to make no 
noiſe of it; and were I in your 
place, I know what I would ' do. 
Repſet's Deſign in engaging Ch1- 
Iafe in an Amour with the Su/ta- 
a, Was to divert him from look 
ing in, and having- any thoughts 
towards Clorineta who had ſpo- 
ken, he thought, too much to 
Chilaſe's advantage, and had ex- 
preſs'd to him a great delire to be 
flOTC 
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more particularly acquainted with 
him ; beſides, he had once found 
Chilaſe in a very cloſe Diſcourſe 
with C/orzneta ; all which did not 
pleaſe him very well : wherefore 
he endeavour'd to create in him 
ſome Deſires towards the Su/tana, 
that might make a Diverſion ; ſo 
that he might not hereafter thwart 
him in his Amours to Clorineta. 
Chilaſe ſwallow'd the Bate, and 
though he ſcem'd' not to take 
much notice of what Repſet ſpoke 
concerning the Sultana ,. he re- 
folv'd within himſelf, from that 
moment, tg puſh his Fortune, and 
try what he could do in gaining 
the Sutana's good Will by ſome 
ſgnal Pieces .of Services, though 
to the prejudice of his Maſter Cha- 
abas Deſigns. 
- From theſe Particular Diſcour- 
ſes they fell to Generals, concern- 
ing the Grand Mask, where they 
could not forbear mentioning the 
D 3 great 
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great Opportunities it gave to 
Courtſhip , addreſsd inditferently 
to any perfan, under thoſe Diſ- 
puiſes, and by conſent to particu- 
lar Men and Women, who be- 
fore-hand had agreed on ways of 
knowing one another : That there 
the meaneſt Perſon in the World, 
for a little Money and Coſt, 
might be admitted to hazard his 
Fortune with the beſt in the. Land, 
if he had \but Wit , Confidence 
and- Addreſs; , For Example, faid 
Chilaſe, If you or 7 ſhould have a 
fanty to try what thoſe Masking 
Meetings termine to, how eafte would 
it Be for us to ſo diſguiſe our ſelves, 
as to enjoy all the pleaſure and ſa- 
#isfaction of the whole Entertain- 
ment, and not be diſcover d? Tou 
Hy true, anſwer'd Repſet ;- but / 
am fo far from any ſuch thought, 
that I defign that day to take the 
Air out of Town, and lye all night 
at a Friends Elouſe, to whom 7 

have 
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hav? leng owed a V, ifit. And I, 
ſaid Chilaſe, defrgn to take Phy. 
ſick that day ; Px of late I have 
found my ſelf indiſpo id, and that 
Day and - Night 1 7 al not need 
to. fear the trouble of impertinent 
Fifits. With theſe and ſuch»l;ke 
Diſcourſes they ended the Day : 
Repſet took his leave , and went 
to viſit' his Clorineta.; and Chi- 
laſe fell mufing, on thofe Fancies 
which Repfer had putijn his Head: 
The more he thought'on-it, the 
more it r4isd histhougtits;the more 
bold-1t"made* him, and the--more 
deſirous to attempt. the thing : 
He'orhbught that 'this Masking 
Bout was ſuch a fair opportunity 
to try his Fortune in, that he 
was not to let it flip, left he 
ſhould never meet with ſuch an- 
other.. The Sultana repreſented 
her Telf to his Imagination-, all 
Charming ; ; and the very thoughts 
of enjoy ing ſo great a Princeſs, ſo 

Na lovely 
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lovely a Perſon, did almoſt raviſh 
him beyond his Senſes. 7 will 
puſh ou my Fortune, ſaid he to hm- 
ſelf, and try what T may hope or 


fear for the future , by the ſucceſs 


of my firſt Attempt , in which my 
Diſgniſe will ſecure me from all 
Dangers: And what if there 
were never ſo \many Dangers , who 
would regard them + Who would 
not paſs over the greateſt Difficul- 
ties imaginable , to attain to fo 


much Happineſs 2 Well, I am re- 


folu'd, and I will early in the Morn- 


ing begin to prepare for ſo glorious 
an Enterpriſe. With this Reſolution 
he went to his Bed, though not to

Repſer ſtill 
follow'd cloſe his Game with C/o- 
rineta, and being deſirous fo par- 
take of the Mask and Bal,” he 
propos'd it to her, and they both 
agreed in what Diſguiſes they 
ſhould be, not to be known but 
by, , them Two only ; at leaſt, 
Repſet was not to be known); but

Chilaſe 1n the mean time had 
by the Vertue of Gold (a thing 
with which the Perſians uſe to 
work Miracles), got the know- 
ledge of the Su/tana's Diſguiſe ; ſo 
thac he was in. all_Poiats ready 
for the Mask. Monitenna , who 
had from Cha-abas himſelf, how 
he was to appear, and who had 
inform'd him in what Dreſs the 
Sultana was to be, as alſo of the 
firſt Dreſs which Clorineta- had 
pitch'd upon, had no more to 
do, but to fit her felf with all 
the means imaginable to do all 
the Miſchief ſhe could” poſlible, 
and to create a Confuſion amongſt | 
theſe Lovers. 


At 
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At laſt the Day came in whoſe 
following Night the Ball was to 
begin: There never was a more 
ſplendid appearance ; T here was 
nothing to te ſeen but 7iffu's, 
Cloaths of Gold and Silver, Em- 
broideries with Pearls and preci-. 
ous Stones, and whole Rocks of 
Diamonds, which, with the. light 
of a Thouſand White Wax Ta- 
pers , placd in Silver and Chry- 
ſtal Candleſticks and Sconces, did 
produce a light more piercing than 
that of the Sun in its full Merid7an, 
contrafted within the limits of a 
molt ſpacious Hall. 

The Maskers being all enter'd, 
and after ſome Dances having ta- 
ken their Seats at the upper end 
of the Hall, there were heard in 
the Air molt -admirable Conforts 
of Muſick, of Voices, of Flutes, 
andof other Inſtruments, anſwer- 
. Ing one another , and ſomerimes 
all- together , ſinging all in the 
praiſe. 
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praiſe of. Love. During theſe 
Harmonies ,, which charm'd not 
leſs the Ears than the Maskers did 
the Eyes. There appear'd towards 
the middle 'of the Hall, like a 
Flock of flying Hearts, of All forts 
and Sizes, fluttering 4n the Air, 
to which preſently came flying a 
little Cupid with his Bow , and 
Arrows, ſhooting at the whole 
[Flock ſtill as he flew, with little 
Silver Shafts. Ar laſt he ſhor the 
biggeſt of all the Hearts that were 
in the whole Flock, which tnmb- 
ling down on the Floor, tranſpier- 
ced with the Shaft , and bleeding, 
the little Cupid made after it with 
all the, Wing he had,. and lighting 
. on the Ground , (eizd on the 
Heart, with which he began to 
play Childiſh Tricks. At laſt he 
looks round :on all the Ladies, 
as if deligning to; beſtow it -on 
one of them; He walks round, 
and-not knowing to whom to deli- 
ver 
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ver it, he falls a crying, lays him- 
ſelf down by the Heart, pulhes it 
from him, kicks ir, ſtill lying ; 
and plays a Thoufand little Apiſh 
Tricks with it, pouting, and ſeem- 
ing very ſulleo. As he was toy» 
ing- thus, comes, as from 'out of 
the Hangings, which repreſented 
whole Figures to the Lite, a Ye- 
mus and the Three Graces. They 
come up to Cupid, who perceiving 
them, takes the Heart, and huggs 
it in his Arms, as afraid they 
ſhould take it from him : Yemus 
begs it of him, he kicks at her ; 
ſhe offers to take ir, he defends it; 
the Graces aſſiſt Venus in the get- 
; | ting of it from him ; he ſcrambles 
with them, kicks one , pinches 
; | another, fcratches a Third, ſpits 
| at the Fourth; and finding 'that 
| | they were/too many for him, he 
; | on the fudden having ſecur'd the 
Heart betwixt his Thighs, catches 
up his Bow, and pulls out-an Ar- 
| row 
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row to ſhoot; at which they all 
run away and left him ; he laught. 
at them, laid himſelf down again, 
and began to fool as before; pre- 
ſently after comes out as from ano- 
ther part of the Hanging, 0/4 Time 
with his Wings and his Scythe, 
leading in one Hand Fortune with 
a Vail over her Eyes, a Sail in her 
Hand, a Wheel on her Head, and 
in the Name of it a Golden Ball, 
and in the other Hand Fame, with 
her Two Trumpets, her Gowa all 
over: beſtrew'd with Ears and 
Eyes. They come up to Cupid, 
he ſeems pleasd with them, but 
ſtill ſecures the Heart ; He plays 
with the Feathers of 7imes Wings, 
gives Fortune a blow, then hides 
himſelf behind 7ime and. Fame ; 
while ſhe gropes after him , he 
gets one.of Fame's Trumpets, and 
blows in it: They let him play | 
ſo with them, till he gets into a 
good Humour, which 7ime per- 
ceiving, 
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ceiving , he leads him by the 
Hand towards the Ladies: Cupid 
ſeems baſhful at firſt ; at laſt takes 
a round, and after divers offers to 
ſeveral Ladies, he lays it in the 
Sultana's lap, and preſently flies a- 
way, Time, Fortune and Fame bes 
ing gone beſore. 

This Heart was no ſooner laid 
in the Su/tana's lap, but that ſhe 
was ſurpriz'd to ſee it open, fall in 
pieces, and diſcover it ſelf to be 
within ſide a whole Cluſter of 
Diamonds and Pearls, in the 
midſt of which was a Paper neat- 
ly folded, which ſhe had a great 
mind to open, and to ſee what it 
contain'd ; but ſhe was unwilling 
to-gratifie her Deſires at that time, 
becauſe that all the reſt of the 
Maskers had&*their Eyes fixed up- 
on her: However, her Curioſity 
was -ſo great, that ſhe. could not 
forbear turning up one Corner of 
it, 1n which having read. the Word 

L ove, 
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Lowe, ſhe ſecretly convey'd it in- 
to her Pocket, together with the 
Heart, and took no further notice, 
By this time a large Table fill'd 
with all manner of Delicacies, 
ſprung up as out of the: Floor, with 
Seats round it; and out of the 
Hangings round, came out divers 
Servants with Bottles of all forts 
of Liquors, and Glaſſes , - which 
were ſupply'd by others, which 
appear'd but half in and half out 
of the ſaid Hangings, ftill ſhifting 
of Glaſies after they 'had onee 
been us'd. The Maskers did- all 
rife, weft and feated themſelves 
round the Table, and'took of what 
" they lik'd beſt, with which ſome 
ſtor'd their Pockets, others 'their 
Handkerchiefs, which they carri- 
ed after on the Stools on which 
they were ſeated before ; 'after 
which the Table and Chairs dif- 
appeared again. The Conforts 


ccas'd, and the Four and Twenty 
Violins 
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Violins ſtruck up ſome Tunes, to 
invite the Maskers to dance ; at- 
ter they had danced fo long as it 
was thought convenient, there 
appear'd other Maskers, no body 
knowing how they came in, who 
danc'd divers Sarabrands, and other 
Antick Dances, very pleafant and 
diverting. Which ended, and the 
Dancers retired , then did all the 
Maskers promiſcuouſly mix toge- 
ther, and every one appiy d him- 
ſelf as his Fancy led him: 

It was then that Cha-abas took 
the opportunity of addreſſing him- 
ſelf to the Su/taza ; and under his 
Diſguiſes did take a greater liberty 
than he durſt have done at another 
time, of mentioning his Love to 
her ; each moment ſeeming very 
tedious unto Chilaſe, who was 
watching at a diſtance for the 
time that Cha-abas would give the 
Sultana ſome reſpite, that he might 
tell her what he had to ſay. Cle- 


rineta 
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rixeta was not leſs impatient on 
the other hand, and thought it 
long before the Sultana diſmilſs'd 
the Emperour, as (ſhe had promi- 
ſed her to do, that ſhe might have 
the opportunity of entertaining 
him in-her turn. Mean time Rep- 

ſet was plying his time tooth and 
nail in his Courtſhip to Clorine- 
ta's Woman, thinking her to be 
the Miſtreſs, with no other De. 
ſign than to hinder a Commerce 
betwixt Cha-abas and Clorineta, 

While all the Maskers-were thus 
bufie in entertaining one another, 
and ſometimes ſhifting from one 
another, either for the ſake of meer 
change, or to meet with ſome 

- particular Perſon that they had a 
mind to entertain , to find out 
ſome other that anſwer'd more 
home to their Propoſitions, or to 
take breath when they had ſpoken 

all they had to ſay. The jealous 

Monitenna was obſerving all the 

paſſages

paſſages betwixt thoſe Perſons with 
which ſhe was concern'd, ſhe ſaw 
how that ſo ſoon as the Sultana 
had ſhifted from Cha-abas, Clori- 
neta had ſupply'd her room, in 
paſſing opportunely by juſt in the 
nick, which had made the Empe- 
rour to detain her, and try -her 
Wit. It troubled her not a little 
to ſee that her long detaining of 
Cha-abas , had made him once or 
twice offer ar a Change, which in 
Civility is always left ro the Wo- 
mans choice, and how {till ſhe 
had ingag'd him a-new, and held 
him faſt by the hand, that he 
might not go from her , till the 
had emptied her mind ; ſhe per- 
ceivd how that the Mufti Chilaſe 
had done the fame with the Sul- 
tana, and how hot he was upon 
his Deſign.

Cha-abas being thus diſingag'd 
of Monitenna's long Converſation, 
ſought after none but the Salzaza, 
tro whom he thought he. had gt 
ven ſufficient tur.c to recolice, 
and fit her ſelf for a ſecond Charge; 


but perceiving a Perſon very ear-ſ 


neſt wich her, he was ſo diſcreet, 
as to entertain himſelf with the 
next Lady he met near her, till 
he ſhould find the place empty; 
which our amoraus Mufti Chilaſe 
did ſtill poſſeſs. Monitenna being 
ready to play her Game, ſtep'd a- 
fide to Repſet , and whiſper'd him

training Clorineta all that while, 
who he had but juſt now quitced, 
and -that if he would follow her, 
ſhe would bring him'to her, Rep- 
ſet , who-had two or three times 
been ſurpriſed at, the Diſcourſes 
of the Woman which he ;tier- 
taind, and at her unwillingneſs 
to ſpeak, but when obligd to give 
an Anſwer, though the would 
ſometimes ſpeak pretty pertinent- 
ly, as knowing her Lady's Intri- 
gues with Repſet , did believe the 
Intelligence which had beea given 
him to be rzal, and ſo follow'd 
Monitenna , who brought him to 
Clorineta, Where he fell a fuming 
and fretting againſt her , for ha- 
ving pur the Change upon him, 
which ſhe excus'd as well as ſhe - 
could, telling him moreGyer, that 
that was-not a time to clear doubts 
19, and that ſhe . would give him 
full farisfattion after the Ball; 
mean

mean time ſhe was in a peck of 
troubles to get to the Aſſignation 
which :Cha-abas had piven her 
preſently after the Ball,ſhe thought 
that he would not let his Eye go 
oft of her, and that if ſhe ſhould 
offer to ſpeak to' Cha-abas to pur 
off the Aſſignation to. another 
time, for ſome important Reaſons, 
that would but exaſperate Rep/er 
the more , ſo that ſhe did not 
know what to do, bur was wiſh- 
ing for ſome ſudden diſorder, or 
accident which might give her the 
opportunity of ſtealing away ; 
when that Monitenna having de- 
liverd a Note to the Emperour, 
which intimated, that his two 
late Miſtreſſzs were both enter- 
tain'd ar that very moment by 
two Muftis, whoſe Names ſhe 
conceal'd, and at rhe ſame time 
having given the two Muft:s 
Notes, which gave them notice, 
that they were -diſcover'd , and 
that 
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that a Friend of theirs had. provi- 
ded them a Coach, to make their 
eſcape, to which they” ſhould be 
guided, Both the Maftzes ſtill un> 
known to. one another, broke off 
abruptly their Courtſhip , and 
with all the haſte they could poſ- 
ſibly, made towards the door of 
the Hall, they were met there 
with two Perſons whom Moni» 
tenna_had poſted on purpoſe, who 
told them, taking them aſide into 
a little Room, that they had Or- 
ders to let no body go by with- 
out they firſt depoſited their Dif 
guiſe, that there being ſome Jew- 
els loſt in the Company , it was 
ſuſpeted that ſome Rogues. or 
other had taken this opportunity 
of piltering ſomething in ſo great 
an Afembly.

laſe ; wherefore it will be beſt for 
us to wave any further Diſcourſe for 
the preſent ; we are near our Lodz- 
ings , continu'd he , let ws go to 
reſt, and to morrow, if you. pleaſe, 
about twelve, we will confer Notes, 
in my Chamber, and endeavour to 
find out how we have been betray d, 
and what Cha-abas thoughts are of 
us, With that they took leave of 
one another, and retired each to

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their Appartment, Where we will 
leave them, to return to our Mas- 
kers. 

Cha-abas, upon the Information, 
going to-give Orders for. the pri 
vate fecuring of the two Mufrzes 
without noiſe, paſs'd by Clorineta, 
who taking him by the Hand, be- 
ing over-joyd that -Repſer was 
gone, faid, that the hour of the 
Allignation drew near ; / wif! but 
ftep to give ſome Orders , ſaid he, 
and I am yours. With that he 
went from her, ſhe was preſently 
ſupply'd with ſome other,as well as 
was the Su/tana, who not knowing 
of the Diſcovery which had been 
made, was wondring at her Gal- 
lant's ſudden departure, after ſo 
many proteſtations of Love,which 
he had made her, tho' he would 
never let her know who he was, 
notwithſtanding that ſhe had 
preſs'd him much to it; ſhe had 


made him very fair returns to 
- all 
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all his proteltations, and had pt- 
ven him an Aſſhgnation the next 
Evening in a certain Walk of the 
Garden, where he had aſlur'd her 
he would not fail to be, tho' ſhe 
deſign'd ro pur the Change vpon 
him, in ſending C/orizera in her 
room, and. ſhe did long till the 
hour came, that ſhe might learn 
the ſucceſs of the Cheat. Cha-abas 
being return'd, and the Company 
growing weary, the Ball broke 
up, the ſooner roo, that he might 
meet his-Miſtreſs. at 'the Rendez- 
vous. Clorineta preſently ſlipp'd 
out of the way , for fear the Su/- 
tana ſhould take her home with 
her , and ſo diſappoint the Empe- 
rour.; the carneſt haſte which 
Clorineta made, and the appre- 
henſions which ſhe diſcover'd at 
her going off, for fear-the Sultana 
ſhould ſee her, gave farther ſuſpi- 
cions. to Monitenna, that it was 
ao Aſſignation betwixt the Empe- 
he rour 
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rour and Clorineta, She therefore 
tollow'd her cloſe, and bid one of 
choſe Perſons, which ſhe had em» 
ploy'd before about the Maftzes,to 
dodge that Perſon, and to bring 
her word in the Su/rana's Conch 
where ſhe was gone ; ſhe preſent- 
ly return'd to the Sultana, who 
knew her, that askd her what 
was become of Cloreneta, ſhe told 
her that ſhe knew not. *7zs no 
matter, now I have you to keep me 
company home, reply d the Sultana, 
it may be ſhe will be at home before 
us. How ſhall we get home un- 
known 2 I wiſh we had a Hackney 
Coach, continu'd the Sultana, Tour 
own will do as well, Madam, reply'd 
Monitenna ; for no body will ima- 


gine that you would make nſe of it 
your ſelf, With the like Diſcour- 


ſes,they got to the Su/tana's Coach, 
which they caus'd to drive a little 
out of the Crowd ; by this time 
the Perſon that Moniterna had ſent, 
was 


was return'd, who having told 
her that Clorznera was in fuch a 
certain place walking all alone, 
the Sultana propos'd going there 
to take her up, wondring what 
ſhe ſhould do in ſuch a retired 
place by her ſelf. They had much 
to do to difingage themſelves from 
the confuſion and concourſe of 
people ; they were ſolong about it, 
that when they were come to the 
place of Clorineta's Rendez-yous 
with Cha=abas, they tound them 
both together. This was accord- 
ing to Monitenna's Heart's deſire : 
She made no queſtion , but that 
that Obje&t would create ſtrange 
Jealouſies in: the Sultana's Mind, 
if ſhe had but one grain of Love ; 
and of truth ſhe could not forbear 
giving ſome touches of her re- 
ſentments. both to Cha-abas, and 
to Clorineta.

found her ſelf quite: at. eaſe on 
that fide. .

to ſee what it -contain'd ; with 
that , taking out of her Pocket

That 
Freeneſs did abundantly ſpeak the

Madam, 
reply'd Honitenna, tho [ cannot de- 

ny but that whichClorineta has ſaid 
is true, to which I could add a

ons, yet I verily believe that you 
have been betrayd, and that 1 
could detect the Perſon through 
which the Diſcovery has been made.

aud believe it to be ſo; and fnice 
it is none of my own' Servants that 
has been prevaif'd with, Ile trouble 
wy ſelf no further about it ; all 
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my Care ſhall be wholly to avoid all 
opportunities of giving Ciha-abas any 
conveniency of diſtui bing the quiet 
of my Mind, either in his own Per- 
{on, or by-the Mediation of any 'of 
his Mercuries; For tho I cannot be 
0 rude as not to receive with a great 
deal of Reſpet; his Addreſſes, yet 
T fhall not afford them ſuch Re- 
turns as he may expe ; for beſides, 
that 'T never had any inclinations 
towards the carrying on of Amorous 
Intrigues ; the preſent condition of 
our Aﬀairs will not permit me to 
yield all rhe complaiſance that [

nity of his Addreſſes to us both, to 
make ſome-Diverſion, and to create 
ome little Mirth amongſt our ſelves, 
By this time the -Su/tana being 
quite undreſs'd, ſhe went to her 
Bed, and preſently after C/orinera 
and /ſonitenna did the like, 
C/orizeta.was no ſooner retir'd, + 
but that ſhe gave a full Scope to 
all her Thoughts; She refleCted 
on all that Cha-abas had told her, 
on the Aſſignation he had given 
her, and. on that which he had 
made her premiſe to give him; 
all which clcarly ſhew'd, that he 
perfectly knew her , and on 
that great Condeſcention which 
the Saltana had promis'd to her 
Amours ;' from all which ſhe pro- 
mis'd to her ſelf a World of Satil- 
faction and Content, which made 
her wiſh a Thouſand times, that 
ſhe had not been enter'd ſo far into 
a Commerce of Gallantry with the 


Mufti Repſet, as there was Wy” 
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eſtabliſh'd between them , but 
which ſhe would break. off by de- 
grees, as well and as ſoon as the 
Subje& would afford, without ma- 
king any noile. 

Monitenna, on the other hand, 
was infinitely well pleasd with 
the Sz/tana's generous Reſolutions, 
but-was highly netled at Clorine- 
ta'sPretenſions and Deſigns, which 
ſhe refolv'd to thwart with the ut- 
molt of -her Skill, not without af- 
fording at the ſame .time ſome fig- 
nal Diverſion to the Su/tava at 
both the Mufties Coſts as well as 
Clorineta, to which purpoſe ſhe re- 
ſolv'd to watch them very narrow- 
ly Day and Night. 

As to Cha-abas, his Thoughts 
were divided betwixt the Su/tara

* The Mufti Repſert found himſelf 
very uneaſfie at the change which 
he believ'd C/orineta had put upon 
him, he verily believ'd with de- 
ſgn to give Cha-abas an opportu- 
nity of Courting her ; he was re- 
ſolv'd to-examine her _— a - 
out 
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dout it, and, to Gi the buſineſs 
to. the bottorn, and find out the 
Myſtery through Clorineta's Maids 
aſliſtance. As for his clearing him- 
ſelf. cowards his: Companion Chi- 
laſe, having found him as deep in 
3s he was himſelf, , he troubled not 
much himſelf about that, and he 
did rather tend to diſcloſe-his A- 
mours' and Intrigues to Chaſe, 
than to make a Secret of them, if 
he found him in a Communica- 
tive humour, 

Chilaſe was much more con- 
cern'd, his thoughts were at once 
agitated with divers things, a- 
mongſt which, Cha-abas know- 
ledge of his having been at the 
Masking, did not the leaſt trou- 
ble him , eſpecially if he had alſo 
been inform'd of his Addreſſes to 
the S«/tana, he with'd a thouſand 
times he had but ſome knowledge 
of the Perſon that had diſcover'd 
him, that he might take his mea- 
ſures 
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fures accordingly '; as to the reſt, 
he was ſo pleas'd with the cour- 
teous Anſwers which 'he had e- 
ceiv d from the Sa/tana to all his 
Courtſhip, that he was impatient 
ro proceed, and to give her that 
further account of his Perſon, 
which he had promis'd her to do, 
according to her own deſires.

1c ing, that he was no longer Em- 
Urerour over Leridan, for preſently. 
"othe Perſian Council began to give 
0Ihim Dire&ions in whatſoever he 
was to do, infomuch that he found 
he had not ſo much Power left 
him, as the meaneſt Officer in the 
Army, tho' nothing was yet aCt- 
Hed but under his Name and by his 
Auppoſed Orders. The firſt thing, 
iYJwas to turn out of the Council all

which 
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which had. till then fat. in that 
Council, and had ſtuck ſtedfaft 
. unto Amurat's. Intereſt; the Per- 
flans declaring , That they could 
not.joyn in Council with any but 
the Zaliſts, This was follow'd 
preſently with turning out-of their 
Governments and Places of Truſt 
all the A/bantans and Leridonians, 
of what perſwaſion ſoever, and to 
fill up their places with ſuch Per- 
fan Officers, as Cha-abas had ſent 
over to that purpoſe ; and tho' 
Amurat did intercede in the 
behalf of ſome , who had rendred 
fGgnal pieces of Service., as their 
Fathers had done'befoxe, both to 
his Father, Brother, and to Him- 
ſelf, all was over-rul'd by Cha- 
abas abſolute Command, and the 
neceſiity of Afﬀairs requiring it to 
be fo: All this one would have 
thought had been ſufficient to have 
open'd Amwrat's Eyes ; but he 
ſuffer'd beſides all that a world of 

indignt. 
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indignities, and was fo infatua- 
ted\-with the Perftans flattering 
Tongues, that he was not back- 
ward (as he had Orders to do) 
ro repreſent/on all occaſions in * 
publick the great Love and Care 
that Cha-abas had for him, and 
what -he had done, and what he 
would daily do to reſtore him to 
his Throne , and to eſtabliſh the 
Haliſts. Religion throughout all 
his Dominions :; at which, while 
the Perftans laught in their {leeves, 
Amurat's -poor dejeQted Subjefs 
could not but wonder, and wirh 
their ſighs, tears, and groans, 
pity their Emperour's blindneſs, 
and bemoan their own miſerable 
and ' deſperate condition, 1 mean 
amongſt them that had not hearts 
or opportunities to take up Arms, 
in their own defence, againſt fo vi- 
ſible an Uſurpation of the Perfax 
Prinze, who was bringing them 
mo the fame ſlavery, as his own 

| F SubjeQs 
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Subjets were. But others that 
had Courage enough:to expe a 
good ſucceſs from their Arms, and 
the Juſtice of their Cauſe, being 
Clearly convinc'd, that the War 
they were going to make through 
their oppoſition of the Perfans, 
was direaly againſt the deſigns of 
Cha-abas, in which their late Em- 
perour had no Concern. at all, 
They took up Arms, gather'd to- 
gether, made themſelves Maſters 
of ſome ſtrong Holds, which they 
fortified, got 1n Proviſions againſt 
a Siege , and declar'd one and all, 
that they would ſtand by one a- 
nother, to the laſt drop of- their 
blood. "6 
The little or no reſiſtance whic 

Amurat had tound at his Landing, 
and ſome time after, did ſo raiſe 
the Hearts of all rhe Zali/ts 1n' all 
his Dominions, that the Fortreſs of 
Blunid in the Kingdom of Clonſtade, 
whoſe Governour - had required 

tme 
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time to deliver it up, did ut- 
terly refuſe to perform his promiſe ; 
on the contrary, being 1n hopes 
of ſome Relief , he fortify'd him- 
ſelf in it , and bid defiance unto 
the Senate of that Kingdom, de- 
claring, That he would never part 
with it, but to Amurat, who had 
placd him in there, and for whom 
he would preſerve it to the laſt 
extremity ; and divers Zal;/#s did 
arm themſelves ſecretly, and did 
aſſociate together in ſmall Troops, 
in hopes of being reinforc'd, by 
Amurat from Leridan , ſo ſoon as 
he ſhould have reduc'd that King- 
dom, which they expected he 
would do .in a very ſhort time, 
News were alſo feat over | into 
Albania, that Amurat, with ſome 
of his Friends Zalit, and a-ou- 
merous Army - of Per/ians, was 
landed in Leridan, had ſubdued 
his Enemies, recover'd; that King- 
doin, baniſh'd from thence all Ma- 
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hometans, and was going with all 
expedition to do the like in the 
Kingdom of Clon/tad, from whence 
he would march to them with a 
Triumphant Army, and reſtore 
all his Friends the Za/ifts to their 
Eſtates and Employs , deſtroy 
wholly the Mahometan Religion, 
baniſh all -its Abettors, and eſta- 
bliſh-there the Religion of Hal; : 
they weat ſo far as to prefix a 
time for Amurats Return, and 
in al] their Diſcourſes , their Aﬀi- 
ons, and in their very Looks, 
they expreſs'd as much confidence 
and aſſurance as could be imagin'd, 
that all this would infallibly come 

to pals. t 
Mean rime the Grand Senate of 
the Empire was continually in 
Conſultation how to ſecure the 
Mahometan Religion, the Laws of 
the Land, the Liberty of the Sub- 
jet, and'the whole Empire from 
the Perfrans Uſurpation, and - 
" | rac 
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the Conſpiracies of the Zaliſts ; 
they order 'd,among(t other things, 
that. all /Ya/ifts ſhould depart at 
ten miles diſtance from the Metrc- 
polis. of the Empire, but they 
were ſo puff 'd up with the exp*- 
ftations of their ſudden. delive- 
rance, that they minded it nor, 
2nd but very few, and them ot 
the moſt rimid amongſt them, 
did obſerve thoſe Orders, On the 
other hand, the Conlecerate Prin-+ 
ces, againſt Cha-abas unſufferable 
Pride and Ambition, did daily gain 
Vidtories againſt his Forces, who 
were forc'd to retreat, and aban- 
don all that they had taken a- 
eainſt their former. Treaties and 
Engagements, but it was not with- 
out uſing all- the Violences and 
Cruelties imaginable, there was 
nothing to be ſeen but | Fires; 
Ruines, Deſolations, Rapes, Thetts, 
and. Murders in all places that 
they quitred, not ſo much # ſpa- 
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ring of Moſquees, nor the Palaces 
of Princes, and other publick 
Buildings, which amongſt all Na- 
tions were ever preſerv'd between 
the: moſt implacable and invete- 
rate Enemies. | 

Moreover , Cha-abas call'd the 
Heathens to come and make di- 
verſions with their Arms in the 
Territories of the Confederate 
Princes, aſſuring them , that they 
might do what they pleas'd againſt 
them, whilſt he would buy oft 
their other Enemies, and with his 
wholePower keep them in play to- 
wards his Frontiers. Thus did that 
great Pretender of the Extirpation 
of Hereſies, and of the ſetting up 
of Z7al''s Religion, cauſe the ſworn 
Enemies of the true Mahometan 
Religion, to deſtroy with Fire and 
Sword thoſe who profeſt his own 
Religion, which plainly ſhew', 
that Religion was conly a Pre- 


| tence#he made uſe 0, to uſurp the

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Rights of others, and to render 
himſelf abſolute Monarch over all 
that part of the World ; s thing 
which he had long ſince deſign, 
and divers times attempted,and for 
which now all thoſe Confederate 
Princes of his own Religion, and 
others of the Mahometan Religion. 
had unanimouſly agreed to call 
him to an account., not doubting 
but that the Great 4/a, who knew 
all his Treacheries, and perfidious 
Dealings, and Uſurpations would- 
bleſs their Arms and Undertakings, - 
in fo juſt. a Cauſe, againſt that 
common Enemy.

from her. -He ſent one of thofe 
Mercuries, which I have men- 
tiond, to know of the Snltara, 
when he ſhould have the Honour 
to wait on her, and receive her 
Commands, and at the ſame time 
privately to convey into Clorz- 
neta's Hands a little Note, 'in 
which he expreſs'd the continua- 
tion, or rather increaſe of his Paſ- 
fion,, and put her in mind of the 
Aſfignation which ſhe had pro- 
mis'd to make him. This Meſlen- 


ger was 'receiv'd by the Sultana 
with that courteous! and affable. 


diſpoſition with which ſhe charm'd 
all Perſons that 'approach'd her 
Preſence, - and bid him tell the Em-

preſcrib'd him in his own Empire, 
where it -was but too much .ho- 
nour for every -one. to obey 
eſpecially, by -a poor dejected 
Princeſs, who had refug'd her felt 
under the Wings of his: generous 
ProteCtion, but that ſhe thould be- 
better diſpoſed and more fitted to 
receive ſo great an- honour, with 
that reſpe& . which ſhe ovght to 
ſhew to ſo great and glorious aMo- 
narch,abour the Evening,it he plea- 
ſed to do her fo great an honour, 

and fo difmiſs'd the Meſſenger with 
Civility ; who having finiſhd his 
buſineſs in publick-with the.-Su/- 
tana, made a Comp'ement toC/o 
rineta, who had been» preſent. at 
the delivery- of - his Meſſage x0 
the Sultana, and who had remain'd 
behind, when the Sultana had"re- 
tired, to know whether Cha-abas 
bad retain'd any thoughts of ber. 
The: Mercury ſoon found an-op- 
| e-4 portunity 
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pertuaity of ſecretly conveying 
the -amorous Note into Clorineta's 
hand, who greedily receiving it, 
told. him, that ſhe would take 
the firſt opportunity that ſhe 
could poſſible to. read privately 
the Contents, and that according 
as it required, ſhe would ſend an 
Anſwer. by an. expreſs Mcſſenger.

of truth it was too much Vanity in 
Clorineta to think her Beauty ca- 
pable to exclude all other Preten- 
ders from their ſhare in Cha-abas 
Aﬀettions.

The time of this Ceſlation,which 
was but for four months, was no 
ſooner expired, than David March- 
ed with that great Army from 
the City of Saint John; croſſed a 
little Arm of the Sea, paſſed below 
Edinborough , and deſcended into 
the County of Northumberland , 
where He Exerciſed all manner of 
Hoſtility, laying waſte and burn- 
ing all the Country, After that 
he Encamped before the Fortreſs of 
New-Caſtle upon Thine, to which 
He laid Siege. The CO of

that Fort, called Joh» Newz/e, a 
brave Captain,and whoſe Prudence 
and Experience was ever attended 
with Valour, cauſed a Salley 
to be made of about two hundred 
Lances, who drew the Earl of 
Mourray out of his Tent, after ha- 
ving killed ſeveral of his Men, 
and carryed him Priſoner into the 
Caſtle. This bold and lucky Enter- 
priſe was ſufficient to oblige Da- 
vid to raiſe the Siege: Whereupon 
He decamped, . and entring the 
County of Durham , he took by 
aſſault the Capital City of that 
Dioceſs, whoſe Name it bears. For 
the revenging the Affront He had 
received before New-Ca/tle, ſeeing 
Himſelt Maſter of Durham, He 
cauſed all there to be put to the 
Sword , without diſtinEtion of Age 
or Sex. | After having ſettled his 
Afﬀairs in that place, andleft ſuch 
bloody marks of hisreſentment, He” 
went and Encampt near the Caftle 
of Werk,'a ſtrong place, and of a 
B 2 confide- 
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conſiderable Revenue, which E4- 
ward had gratified. Wilzam Monta= 
cate. With, in favour of a marriage 
between. him and the, Heireſs of 
the Earl of Xext, a Woman whoſe 
Beauty and Diſcretion are equally 
celebrated by Z;/torians,, Her Hus: 
band: having been taken, Priſoner 
near. St. Omers,.' was then at Pary, 
and there were, only in the Caſtle 
the Counteſs. his Wife, and ano- 
ther William Montacute his Rela- 
tion. . This Gentleman having, per- 
ceivec, from the Battlements-0f .a 
Tower, that the Scozti/þ Horſe 
were ſo loaded with. Booty and 
Money, which they brought from 
Durham, that they, could ' hardly 
ſtand upon their Legs, made a-vi- 
gorous Salley, followed only by 
forty Men, and ſufficiently made 
appear, by ſo {mall a Troop, what 
Soldiers are capable of when they 
are. animated - by the Example of 
aniundaunted Leader, and that of- 
ten 1n'a preſſing occaſion lags 

| a 
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all alone does ſupply Number. 
They killed about two hundred 
Scots, and took and brought into 
the Caſtle about ſixſcore Horſes, la- 
den with Spoils: But William Dug- 
las, who. commanded the Enemies 
Rere-guard and was already paſled 
the Forreſt, having notice of this 
Rout, cauſed the Scots to wheel 
about, and perſued the Eng/z/þ to 
the "foot of the Caſtle, which he 
held Beſieged until the reſt of the 
Forces. and King David Himſelf 
were come before the place. In 
the mean while the Governour of 
Werk , having ſpeedily given no- 
tice to Edward of all theſe occur- 
rences, that King returned into 
the North, attended by His Earls, 
Barons, and Knights, making Ber- 
wick the place of Rendezvous : 
And on the other fide, the Gover- 
nour of Werk, by the advice of the 
Counteſs,and of his Officers,depart- 
ed from the Caſtle ſofecretly, and 
gotthro' the Enemies Camp fo Cle- 

B 3 verly, 
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verly, that it was not taken notice 
of, and arrived next day at Ber- - 
wick. In the way he met with 
two Scots halfa League from the 
Camp, whither they were —_— 
a Cow and two Oxen: He wound- 
ed them both dangerouſly, and 
bid them tell King David their 
Maſter, how the Governour of 
Werk had paſſed through his Camp, 
and was gone to demand Succours 
of Edward. The King of Scotland 
having learnt this News, and fore- 
ſeeing that the Engiiſh would ar- 
rive before he could force the place, 
raiſed the Siege the next morning 
early, and retired into the Foreſt, 
ſome Miles diſtant, with His Scots 
and Highlanders. And indeed Ed- 
ward's March was ſo ſpeedy, that 
he came into the place at twelve a 
Clock that day. But he was vex- 
ed he had miſſed of the opportu- 
nity of fighting the Scots. He ne- 
vertheleſls found wherewith to 
comfort himſelf eaſily for that dif: 
appointment. ' What

Whatſoever People ſay of the 
Tyranny and Torments Love ex- 
erciſes over the hearts of thoſe 1t 
polleſſes, this Paſſion is the ſureſt 
means to. ditſipate all Troubles.

Philenia( 10 will we call the Coun- 
teſs) had always rejected his of- 
ters, yet with ſuch a reſpe& and 
modeſt y as ſerved only the more to 
enflame the Kings deſires, He had 
ſent the Earl of Salzsbury on pur- 
poſe. to the Army, in hopes that 
the Husbands abſence would fact 
litate to him the more entrance in- 
to the Countefles -Boſom : And, 
when that with I khow-not what 
malign joy which his love produ- 
ced, as 'twere againſt his'W1ll,in his 
heart , he learnt that the Earl was 
taken-Priſoner near St..Omers, and 
carried - to Paris, he had+-been 
immediately to teſtifie a fergned 
grief to that fair Lady, and vow'd 
he would -not only endeavour his 
being ſet, as ſoon as potlible, at Lt-

are Beautiful ;: and tho' ſhe was 10- 
clinable to be fat, yet it took trom 
her none of that free and -eaſy Air 
which we are better ſenfible of, 
than able to expreſs : Her Hair was 
of the fineſt brown imaginable, and 
in great quantity: Her Forehead 
large and ſmooth: :Her Eyes quick - 
and piercing; and what rendred em : 
Conquerours at the firft bluſh, was 
that, by an agreeable impoſture, 
they- always ſeemed full :of thar 
fame and. paſtion i which they) pro- 
duced.i 
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duced in the hearts: of thoſe who 
looked upon 'em. It cannot be 
faid, that her Complexion was of 
a dazling whiteneſs; but tho' her 
Features were irregular, there re- 
fulted from em I know not what 
Charm more touching than regu- 
larity it ſelf. Her Month was ad- 
mirable pretty, little, and of a 
Vermillion Colour, her Teeth very 
White and well fet. There was lit- 
tle ſeen of her Boſom, but what of 
it ſhe vouchlafed to the Eye, was 
ſufficient to inſpire the moſt paſſio- 
nate deſires: Her Wit was not of 
thoſe vaſt and copious Genizs's as 
are furpriz'd at their ownThoughts, 
and ſo profound as to make meer 
Learning the main bnſineſs of their * 
Lives; bus it had an evenneſs and 
an acute Sagacity , more eſtima- 
ble than all thoſe great Qualities 
which only ſerve to procure admi- 
ration to the Learned, and which 
even renders 'em pretty often ri- 
diculous. She had a general know- 
| ledge 
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ledge of all things that-can enter 
into/an agreeable Converſation ; 
was never miſtaken in her ſenti- 
ments; and her underſtandingwas 
ſo happy , that ſhe'judg'd of all 
things equally aright.The Qualities 
of her Soul were no leſs recom- 
mendable than thoſe of her Body, 
and of her Humour, ſhe needed on- 
ly to ſuffer herſelf to be led by her 
own inclinations to follow Virtue:

Hardly was ſhe recovered 
from the troubles andalarms which 
the approaches and attack of the 
Scots had put her in, when Edward 
entered the Caſtle ;. and there ap- 


peared ſtill in her Eyes and in her

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Countenance, marks of the fear 
ſhe had had to ſee her ſelf expoſed 
to the outrages and inſolences of a 
Conquerour. As this /dea did 
both rouſe the Jealouſie of the 
Prince, and enflamed His: paſſion 
for the Counteſs; ſo 1t redoubled 
his reſentments againſt the King 
of Scotland, Madam, faid He ac- 
coſting her, Fortune which 15 propi- 
tious to me in all other Encounters, 
does nothing in favour of my Love ;

Ah Sir, 
anſwered- Philenza, falling at Ed 
wards feet , who raiſed her up a- 
gain, altow. me to render thanks to 
my Deliverer,. and do 'not give me 
the advantage of a ſucceſs that ought 
to be attributed only:to: Tour Majeſty. 
Tes; Sir, it was only upon the rumour 
of ' your” approach. that the.” Scots.

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have made a Retreat, as ſhameful 
for them as it is glorious to Tou:; 
Tour Name alone has done to day, 
what Tour Arms has done,. ſo many 
times in the Head of Tour Army; 
and Tour Enemies have not dared 
to wait the Palour of a Prince als 
wajes ſure of vanquiſhing when ere 
He goes to fight. Well, Madam; 
if it be ſo, reply'd the King, think 
then that you owe me ſome acknow- 
ledgement, which you would do well 
to acquit Fae ſelf of. Which, Sir, 
rejoyned the Counteſs, 7 believe 7 
cannot better do than by aſſuring Tour 
Majeſty that T ſhall ever have for 
you, the moſt profound reſpect, and the 
moſt inviolable fidelity, that a Sub-- 
jeft can have for her Sovereign.

could not ſufficiently admire the 
Kings Generoſity and Complai- 
ſance, who Sacrificed His own In- 
reſts to thoſe of His Riva# She 
was ſenſible it was her Duty to go 
as ſoon as poſſible ro Court with 
her Thanks to Him for ſo Extraor:- 
dinary a favour : Yet ſhe dreaded 
to ſee her ſelf expoſed again to His 
purſuits, and with ſo much the 
more reaſon in that the was ex- 
treamly oblig'd to Him, and that 
ſhe found her heart inclined to 
afford Him acknowledgments, ſo 
as that ſhe knew not what to re- 
ſolve on in this perplexity. 

But as ſhe was in this Labyrinth, 
ſhe learnt a thing which aftorded 
her the Clew, and determined her 
entirely ; ſhe received News that 
the Queen was brought to Bed of 
a fifth Son ; Infomuch that ſhe ſaw 
her felf indiſpenſably oblig'd to 
go ſee the Princeſs, for the Con- 
gratulating Her upon this happy 
Accident. Where- 
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Whereupon ſhe ſet: forward. for 
London, and when ſhe arrived at 
Court, happily tor her the King 
was in the Queens Chamber. She 
conſidered this junQture as. lucky, 
for that ſhe judged ſhe might there- 
by acquit her ſelf of the Thanks 
ſhe ow'd to Edward, and avoid a 


ſecret Conference with Him. He . 


received her with ſuch Carefles and 
Marks of eſteem as ſufficiently 
ſhewed how dear ſhe was to Him. 
Tho' He made all His efforts to 
conceal His ſentiments before the 
Queen, 'His joy was too great and 
to0.impetuous to remain pent up, 
and He could not ſo well conſtrain. 
His Tranſports, but that they 
ſhew'd themſelves in His Eyes,. 
and in His Countenance, Then 
He applauded in Himſelf the Ser- 
vice He had done the Beautiful 
Philenia, in cauſing her Husband- 
to return; and as we are ealily per- 
ſuaded of what we ardently wiſh: 
for, he imagined this —_—

Honour, for the keeping up ſome 
Credit at Court, ſhe ſometimes 
undertook to mannage an Amo- 
rous Intreague, for which ſhe was 
very fit. The King knowing that 
to be her Province, had made her 
the Confident of his Paſſion for the 
Beautiful Ph:i/enia, and ſhe enga- 
ged to do him good Offices with 
her. And indeed ſhe had a hun-

This laſt Reſolution was taken

Friend upon this Subje&, told her 
very ſharply, that ſhe had enough 
to do to defend her ſelf againſt the 
Kings purſuits, without her under- 
taking to help the ſeducing her, 
and that if ſhe returned again to 
the charge upon that matter , 
which ſhe would in no wiſe hear 
talk of, ſhe would end the diſpate 
by taking her leave.

ence ot the King, and to make 
him pallionate Complaints: .Then 
again he would put fome cruel 
thing in Execution againſt the 
unfortunate. Phi/enta. But” as he: 
found her ſtill reigning powertul. 
Iy- in his heart, he immediately 
condemned that unjuſt extrava- 
gancy. 

When he was return'd to his 
Houſe, the Counteſs went into his. 
Chamber 
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Chamber to entertain. him ;-and” 
ſeeing him till plung'din a fad and - 
Melancholy, humour, ſhe ' asked. 
him the reaſon of it, and if the King- 
had made him-a cold Reception. _ 
The King has received me but to0 
gractouſly, anſwered he, aud would 
to Heaven he had not Careſſed 
me ſo highly. And from whence 
then can proceed this profound pen: 
/rveneſs, reply'd the Counteſs 2 7 am 
out of humour, ſaid the Earl to her 
coldly,. and if your Ladyſhip' would * 
but make a little Reflexian upon your 
ſelf, you would not find it a difficult 
matter to gueſs at the occaſion. 

As ſoon as he had ſpoken theſe -

Theſe Succours which conſiſted 


of ſix thouſand Eng/i/h Archers, and 
ſeveral Lords, departed out of 
England under the Condudt of 
Walter de Manny; and though 
they were toſſed and ſtayed by a 
Tempeſt fof forty days together, 
* they nevertheleſs arrived ſoon ec 

nough 
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nough before ZZernebond, to caule 
the Count of Blois to raiſe the 


Siege, and fo delivered the Coun- 
teſs of Montfort, This made way 
for a' Truce of a year between 
the two Parties, during which 
the Counteſs (who ſtill meditated 
in her heart, a deſire of revenge 
againſt the Count de Blois upon 
her Husband's account, whom 
this Truce did not ſet at Liberty) 
went into England, where her 
young Son was, perſonally to re- 
preſent the State of her Afﬀairs 
to Edward, who received her with 
all the Honours and Reſpects 
which her Sex and her own Merit 
demanded. 

This Prince renewed for her 
thoſe publick rejoycings, with that 
magnificence as was uſual to him. 
Daily were there Turnaments, 
running at the Ring, Balls, ſplen- 
did Collations, and never had the 
Court of England been ſo abound- 
ing in Pleafures, All the moſt 

| conſiderable 
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conſiderable Lords thought it their

After-being reco- 
vered from a light indiſpoſition ſhe 
had lain under,thee mployed all her 
thoughts and: time 1n contriving 
how to deſtroy in the Soul of her 
Husband the ill impreſſions his 
Jealouſie had made there, and to 
ſhew him all the tranſports, and all 
the. fondneſs of a paſſionate Lover. 
But - all this endearing Conduct 
was to no purpoſe, the Earls paſſi- 
on for the Counteſs of Montfort 
had already taken too deep a root

Edward by theſe means did en- 
tirely reconcile matters with "the 


| Counteſs! of Salisbiry-, and :pro- 


miſed himſelf to. enjoy fudden- - * 


ly the fruit of his' Love, after fo 


much trouble and ſo many tra- 
verſes, when more important 
Cares than thoſe of this Patton 
interrupted his aſtiduities, ard for- 
ced him in ſpight of his inclinatt- 
on from this Beautiful Perſon. 
The Partizans of the Count d+ 
Blois having retaken- Fannes b 
aflault: from the Earl of Richmond, 
this Lord: was Mortally wounded 
in that occaſion. As England had 
then too the reputation of having a- 
ble Phyſicians and Chyrurgeons, he 
would needsreturnthither in order 
to his Cure- But the agitation of 
the Sea did ſoinflame and re-open 
his Wounds, that he died imme- 


diately 
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diately after his arrival at Londox. 

It 1s not to be expreſſed how 
much. his Death was ſenſible to 
Edward; for beſides the Alliance 
which. tied him to the Earl of 
Richmond, whoſe Daughter he had 
Married, he conſidered this Earl 
as . an. irreconcileable Enemy to 
France, and as a Perſon who might 
do him great Service in the War 
he was meditating, 

Thus this Accident changed all 
the Face of the Court, inſtead of 
the Pleaſures the King was to pre- 
pare, nothing was there to be 
ſeen but Sadneſs and Mourning, 
Edward for the rendring his Grief 
the more publick and manifeſt, 
cauſed a ſtately Tomb to be 
made in St. Pau/'s Church, where 
he was interred, and vow'd openly 
he would not hearken to any pro- 
poſition. of Truce or Peace, until 
he had revenged his death upon 
the. French. 


As 
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As Paſſions ſucceſſively deſtroy 
one another, and as the new ones 
are always more ſtrong and vie- 
lent than thoſe we have got a 
habit of, Love yielded then to 
that ardent deſire of revenge. Ed- 
ward was ſeveral days without go» - 
ing or ſending to the Countels of 
Salisbury : His thoughts were 
wholly intent upon fitting out his 
Ships, and the other Preparations 
for his Voyage into France. At 
length being ready to depart, as 
the Idea of an unwilling- abſence 
is -never more ſenſible and -pre- 
ſent in the hearts of Lovers, than 
at the point of their. ſeparation ; 
the Kings love revived: He went 
to take his leave of Philexia, who 
was. not a little ſurprized at his 
departure, Though .he endea- 
voured to make her ſenſible of 
the torments he ſhould ſuffer by 
this ſeparation, ſhe was not alto- 
gether ſatisfied with this laſt Con» 
verfation, and had thought her 
H Charms 
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Charms more powerful for the 
ftaying and hindering him from 
undertaking this Voyage. Then 
it was ſhe condemned more than 
_ ever in -her ſelf, that inclination 

the ſtill found the had for him, 
which only tended'to the diſturb- 
ing her quiet, and the putting her 
Virtue upon the rack. Then it 
was ſhe withed to: be reſtored to 
that happy Indifference, which 
though it does not afford fo exceſ: 
ſive pleaſures as an amorous En- 
gagement, does at leaſt afford ſuch 
as are more calm and more du- 
rable. 

Whereupon Edward went into 
Britany, where the Earl of Salis- 
bury, who ſupplied the Place of the 
Earl of Richmond, and was more 
in love than ever with the Coun- 
teſs of Montfort, did ſurprizing 
things againſt the Enemies. There 
had- tor a long time been Bloody 
 Skirmiſhes on both ſides, ' which 
daily weakened the two Parties, 
| PREISE which 
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andwhich without any greatadvan- 
tages to either, did only tend to 
the deſtroying one another. 

But Pope Clement the Sixth, 
pretending great grief for this 
Cruel War between two Chri- 
ſtian Princes and Allies, would 
needs 'be the Mediatour of the 
Peace. He ſent to them for that 
purpoſe, the Cardinals Biſhops of 
Preneſte, and of Tuſculum, and after 
ſome Conferences a Truce was 
concluded for three years between 
the two Kings. In conſequence 
of this Truce John Count de Mont- 
fort was ſet at liberty, upon Con-. 
dition he ſhould nor attempt any 
thing upon Britany. 

Then it was the Earl - of Salzis- 
bury, whom the Counteſs of Mont- 
fort had ſtill amuſed with frivo- 
lous hopes for the keeping him in 
her Intereſts, did really perceive 
he had been put upon, and repen- 
ted his Credulity. For the Prin- 
cels Was no ſooner acquainted 

H 2 with 
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With the Conditions of the Truce, 
and that he was thereby become 
- uſeleſs to her, than that ſhe fligh- 
ted him, and treated him with 
an inſupportable ſcorn and diſdain. 
She us'd him after the ſame man- 
ner ſhe had done before he had 
had the boidneſs to make her an 
amorous Declaration, ſo as he 
had no ſooner dared to ſpeak of 
his Paſlion, than that ſhe impoſed 
ſilence on him with an Imperious 
tone, and forbid him ever to- ap- 
pear more in her Preſence, it he 
did not ſtifle that love by which 
ſhe found her ſelf affronted. He 
would needs make Complaints 
and Reproaches of his Services, 
called her treacherous and un- 
grateful; but then ſhe fell out with 
him more than before.; made him 
anſwer, that he was but too well 
rewarded for his Services by the 
Honour he had received in beingal- 
lowed to pay 'em;that it was glory 
enough for him thatſhe had ſuffered

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lim to fight in herQuarrel.[n thort; 
the told him,that if he troubled het- 
any -more, ſhe ſhould ſee' her felt 
obliged to make her' Complaints 
to the-King and. to her Husband, 
who would know how to puniſh 
him for his arrogant importunt-.

Confuſed and' truck dumb: at 
{d unexpected a' trearment, he re- 
tnrned with Edward 'into Eng: 
land, with a Reſolution to live in 
od terms with the Counteſs his 
Wife, whom: he judged ſufficient- 
ly- puniſhed by: the itt treatment 
he had made her, and by the in: 
clination he thought Edward had 
for the Counteſs. of |Stafford. But 
he was much ſurprized, when at 
his return he- was informed this 
Lady-was out of favour, and that 
the rumour ran: it was for having 
endeavoured to breed a difference 
between the King and Philenia. 
His ſuſpicions were then renewed, 
and ' his thoughts were wholly 
H 3 bent 
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bent upon breaking off all Com- 
merce with Women, ſince he e- 
very where met with nothing but 
* treachery and infidility. 

It would be ſomething diffi 
cult to expreſs the unhappy Con- 
dition the Earl was then in. He 
{till fancied the Perſon, who was 
devoted to him by all manner of 
Reaſons, paid elſewhere what was 
only his due; and when out of 
revenge he had imitated her in- 
conſtancy, and made his Addreſs 
to a new Miſtreſs, he had met 
with no other returns, for all his 
aſfſiduities and ſervices, than ſcorn 
and confuſion.So as that theſe twa 
different Ideas, equally:ſenſible, di- 
vided his Soul, and made him ſut- 
fer ſuch torments, as are not to 
be well imagined without feeling 
'*m ones felt. But this ungrate- 
ful Perſon did well deſerve this 
puniſhment for all the injuries 
and outrages he had done and {till 
did the innocent Counteſs of Sa/s- 
burv. In 
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In the mean while' the Count 
de Montfort made no fcruple. to 
violate his words, for when he 
ſaw himſelfat liberty, he ſecretly 
raiſed Forces, return'd into Britta- 
ny, and beſieg'd Quimpercorentim : 
But having been conſtrained to 
raiſe the Siege, he dyed imme- 
diately after ot grit. 

This | Enterpriſe made ſome 
Breach in the [Truce, and ſeveral 
Acts of Hoſtility were commit- 
ted on both ſides. But the Truce. 
was intirely broken by Edward, 
for the reaſon I am going-to re- 
hte. 

King Philip of Yahis having 
diſcovered that Olivier de Cliſfſon, 
and ſome other Lords of Brittany 
and Normandy, kept ſecret Corre- 
fpondence with the King of Eng- 
land, to whom they had likewiſe 
ſent their Seals.

This gave Ed- 
ward occaſion to break the Truce,

A Marriage was at the ſame 
time treated on between Blanche

ance was not conſummated; and' 
that Princeſs was afterwards Queen 
of France and Philip of Yalois's ſe.

In the mean while the King of 
England ſent Henry Duke of Lan- 
eaſter, his Couſin, with Forces into 
Gaſcony, accompanied with:the Earl 
of Pembroke, and other Lords,

queſts. But Joh» Duke of Nor- 
mady, Philep's Eldeſt Son, and his 
Succeſſour to the Crown, being 
advanced into thoſe Parts, toughr 
him in ſeveral Rencounters, and 
went to lay Siege. before Aigail- 
lon.

After: this Overthrow.- of the: 
French;. the Engliſh landed in Nor-: 
mandy - at laHague, Saint Vaaſt in 
Coltentine. 

*_ » Hiſtorians obſerve that the King 
going: from aboard and - ſetting 
- foot: aſhore, had ſo terrible a_ 
fall that the Blood guſh'd oat of 
tis: Noſe. His. Courtiers drew: 
ſiniſter preſages from this acci-- 
dent. | 
But he, whether:to- encourage 
'<m,. or that he had a foreknow-- 
ledge ofwhat would happen, told 
them-. with, great confidence , 
Don't you ſee this Land has a. de: 
fre te have me?. 


He: 
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He immedntely took- Yalornes; 
Carentan, Saint Loy Ftarflenr, and 
Caen : From thence he'proceeded 
to Lizzeux, and to Evrenx, and 
then paſſed the River- of Soam, 
though not without- danger, for . 
Philip had fent thither Gandemary 
Defay, with a thouſand Horſe; and * 
ſix thouſand Foot ro ſtophis paſ 
ſage. Edward notwithflanding | 
reſolves to paſs or- periſh, and 
plunges the -formoſt-1nto the Ri- 
ver crying. out, . Zhey"who love 
me wilh-* fellow me. ' At which - 
voice - every + Man: ſtrove who 
ſhould-go formoſt, and ſo rhe 
Shore was preſently. gained, which 
ſo - aſtoniſhed the Enemy, that 
the Engliſh encountering them 
all in diſorder pur them 'tv flight, 
and then proceeded in burning and 
deſolating all tne Country, as Ga- 
fors, Ve non, Manty and Madan, 
Then he came ro Encamp at Poz- 
/y, from whence he ſent a defi. 

- ance to Philip, to fight -him- un- 
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der the very Walls of the Lomvre : 
But the French remonſtrated to that 
King, it would be the higheſt im- 
prudence to expoſe thus his Perſon 
and all his State to a ſingle Com- 
bate, ſo as no anſwer was made to 
Edward. 

After having flayed there five 
days, he marchid into Beauvaifis, 
whither he was followed by 
Philip with a powerful Army, be- 
ing no leſs thana hundred thou- 
ſand Men. 

At length he went and encam- 
ped at Crefſy, and Philip at Abte- 
ville, which 1s but three Leagues 
dif ant: Edwarddiſpoled his Troops 
to the Batrel, and remembrin 
the accident which had happened to 
the Counteſs of Sa/rsbary,. when, 
as he was Dancing with her, that 
Lady dropr her Garter, he re- 
ſolv'd to execute the Deſign he 
had long before framed, and to: 
bercvi'grd on the Railleries his 
Courtiers had mide wpon that 


occalion. 
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occaſion. He ordered all his Men 
to wear 2Blew Garter tor a mark, 
that he might have this pretext to 
cover the true Motive ot what he 
deſign'd to. do at his return into 
England, 

Then it was, on the fix. and 
twentieth day of Auga/t,. 1346,. 
that was fought that tamous Bat- 
tel ſo fatal for France, wherein it 
received Wounds which bled for a. 
long while atter ;-for Philip being. 
enraged at the late diſhonourable- 
defeat of- his Forces, reſolved to 
revenge it; and preſently pro» 
vokes King Edward to the. Battel, 
log Edward's Army conſiſted 
of. thirty thouſand Men, which 
he divided. into three Battalia's ;. 
the firſt led by the young Prince of 
Wales, being then filteen years of. 
age, with whom were joyn'd the 
Earl of Warwick, Geoffry of Har- 
cout, Thomas Holland, Richard 
St:ifford  Fobn Chandois, Robert 
Nevwile,, aud. many other Knights. 
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and Gentlemen, to the number of 
Eight hundred Men at Arms,- two 
thouſand Archers, and a thoufand 
Welch. In the ſecond, were the 
Earls of. Northampton and of Arun: 
del, the Lords Roſſ?, Baſſet, and 
others, to the number of eight hun- 
dred- Men at Arms, and twelve 
thouſand Archers. In the third 
the King was himſelf, withthe Earl 
of Salisbury , having about - him 
ſeven hundred Men at Arms, and 
three thouſand, Archers. The Bat- 
tel thus ordered; the King mount:- 
ed on a White Hobby, rode-trom 
Rank to Rank to view 'em ; en- 
couraging every ' Man that day 
to have reguard to his Right and 
Honour, The: French Army was: 
far greater, conſiſting of above ſix- 
ty tiwouſfand Combarants ; where- 
of the chief were Charles Duke of 
Alinſon, the Kings Brother, John 
of /.uxembourz/, King of Bohemr2 , 
Charles {- Bois, the Kings Ne- 
pbew; Raiph Duke . of ww 
; ne . 
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the Counts "of Flanders: Ned) 
and Saxcerre z of Barons,” Knights, 
and Gentlemen, about three: bao 
fand. ' The Vant- -puard" he C 
mitted to' his Brether, the Fi 
de! Alanſon. The! Rear "tothe 
Count of Savoy, the main Battel 
he led himſelf. ' The Count de 4 
lanſon, followed by the Counts of 
Lorrain'and-Savoy, Charges that 
part 'of the Er g/iſh Battel where 
the Prince was.  The' fight grew 
hot and doubtful; infornuch as the 
Commanders about the Printce 
ſent to Fdward to come up with 
his power'to aid him: "The Ki 
asked 'the Meſſengers whetlier his 
Son were flain or hurt#-Whio an- 
ſwering no; Well then, fad the 
King, return, and tell em "that ſort 
you, that as my Son" is: alive, F 
ſend no» more to ne whatever haps 
pen ? for I will that *the honour 0 
this day be his. And fo being 
leſt- to try for themſelves, they 
wrought-it out with the Sward, 
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fo, as that the day was ſoon after 
theirs, and the E»g/i/h gain'd the 
Pome Vitory they. ever had 
d over. the French; and fo 
Bloody as there is no mention 
made of. any one Priſoner taken 
an the Battel, but all ſlain out- 

right; only ſome few Troo 
thar held together , ſaved them- 
ſelves by turning into places near 
adjoining. . . The: French King with 
2 ſmall Company got to Bray 
in the night,, and approaching 
the Walls, the Guard asking 
who goes there? He. anſwered, 
the | Fortune, of Fravce, By his 
Voice' he' was known, and there- 
upon received into the Town 
with the tears and lamentations 
of . his People. The number of 
tke ſhin are certified to be thirty 
thouſand. The Chief whereof 
were Charles de Alanſon , John 
Duke of Bourbon, Ralph Eaxl of 
Lorrain, Lewis Earl, of Flanders, 
Jaques Dauphin de Fiennois, Son to 
Imbert 
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Imbert, who after gave Dauphiny to 
the Crown of France, the Counts 
of Lancerre, Harcourt and many 
other Earls, Barons, and Geathle- 
men, to the number of fifteen 
hundred. The next morning ear- 
ly King Edward ſent out three 
MB ns, Lances, and two thouſand 
Lances, to diſcover what was be- 
come of the Enemy, who found 
great Troops coming from Abbe- 
ville, St, Requier, Roan and Beawvor- 


fis, ignorant of what had happened, 


led by Archbiſhop of Roar, and 
the Prior of France: Whom they 
likewiſe defeated, and flew ſeven 
thouſand. _. 

After this ſignal Vitory, Ed- 
ward marched towards C alice , 
wherein Fohn de Vienne Marſhal 
of France, and the Lord de An- 
greghan, a great Man in his time, 
Commanded. He held that place 
beſieged near eleven Months, fo 
Couragious a defence was made by 
the Beſieged. 

During, 
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"During that Siege, Pavid King 
of Scotland; being ſet on by the 
French 'to divert the War there; 
and thimking -he could 'not 'have'a 
better opportunity to 'nevenge 
himſelf on Edward, and make Con- 
queſts in Z2/2nd, deſcended a ſe- 
cond- time with an. Army: of three- 
feore- thouſand” Men into - the 
County 'of  Northamberland; afiu< 
ring himſelf of ſucceſs, in regard 
he ſuppoſed” that the mairſtrength 
of ,the Kingdom was then gone 
into France. But as-if* that -Age 
had been -fruitful in Heroins, 'and 
_ that the-deſire' of ſignalizing ones 
felt by Arms -was paſſed ' into @ 
Cuſtom- amongft: the-Women, as 
well as amongſt the Men -the 
Queen'being at that” time'in- the 
North,” that Couragious Princeſs 
put on Arms her ſelf, diſpoſed her 
' Troops, and-cauſed them to pals 
in a review before: her, and ant- 
mated 'them--to.:that degree, that 
fighting a great Battel at. Nevis 

| Croſs, . 
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Croſs, in the Biſhoprick of Durham, 
they utterly defeated .this great 
Army, wounded and took David 
Priſoner, with the Earls of. Fife, 
"Murray, Menteith, Sutherland, Ta: 
Archbiſhop. of St. Andrews ,, the 
Lord Dug/aſs, a great Souldier, tho' 
often unfortunate, with many 0» 
thers of Quality, and put fifteen 
thouſand Scors to the Sword. This 
Viftory was gained on a Sadtur- 
day, ſix Weeks atter that of Creſſy. 
He who took David Priſoner, 
was one John Copland, an Eſquire 
of Northumberland, who went by 
order from the Queen to preſent 
him to Edward, who having re- 
warded Copland with five hundred 
pounds a Year, and made him a 
Baneret, ſent him back with his 
Priſoner to the Queen, who put 
David | into the Tower, Alter 
which ſhe Embarked at Dover, 
accompanied by the Princeſs //a- 
bella her Daughter , and arrived 
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to her Husband before Calice, three 
days before A/l-Saints. Edward 
| had fo defired it, for that he was 
reſolved to Marry the Young 
Princefs his Daughter. to the Son 
of the Count of Flanders. They 
went for that purpoſe to Berghen, 
where the Young Prince fianced 
her againſt his Will, being forced 
to it by the Flemmings who held 
him Prifoner.But having at length 
made his eſcape out of their hands 
he abandoned his affianced, an 
and flew to Phz/zp for refuge in 
France. | 

Edward returned to the Siege 
of Calice, during which, as if all 
things concurred to make this 
year triumphant, the Aids ſent 
ro the Counteſs of. Montfort in 
Britany, led by Thomas Dayworth, 
2 Valiant Knighr, overthrew and 
tools Priſoner Charles de Bois, 
pretender to that Dutchy, and 
with him Monfrew la Yal, the 

Eords Rochford, Beaumanoyre, Loac- 
que, 
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que, with many other Bafons, 
Knights,and'Eſquires ; where were 
flain the Lord De /a Yal,-Father 
to him that was taken, Y3ſcount 
Rohan, Monfteur de Chaſteau, Bray 
an - de Maleſtroit, de Quentin, de 
Direvil', beſides many other 
Knights and Eſquires, to the num- 
ber of ſeven hundered. In the 
mean while ' Edward preſſed Calice 
in ſuch a tnanner, thar Fob» Dulk 

of Normandy is ſent for out of 
Guyenne to its Yeliet: But though 
he had a very numerous Army, 
he durſt not attempt the forcin 

Edward to raiſe the Siege: And 
all the fruit of his March was, that 
he left Henry of Lancaſter, Earl 
of Derby, Maſter of . the Field in 
Gayenne, who beſieged and facked _ 
Poiftiers, took in moſt of the 

Towns of Poiftou and. Xaintonge, 
and then returned to Bourdeaux 
with more pillage than his People 
could well bear. And now not- 
withſtanding the” obſtinate reſt:

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ſtance. of Calice, . the King; was. fo 
generous, that when-their Victu- 
als; began to. fail in the . Town, 
and that all the unuſeful, Perſons, 
45 old Men, Womeg and Children 
were put, out of. the. Gates, he 
forced thern not. back-again, as he 
might have done, thereby the 
ſooner tos conſume their ſtore ; 
but ſuffered them. to. paſs through 
his Army, gave them, to eat, and a 
piece of money to every one of 
them. But now the | beſieged be- 
ing brought to the utmoſt; extre- 
mity, demanded to Capitulate. He 
offered them no other Compolt- 
tion, than to come. out. with a 
White Rod in hand, and upon 
condition they ſhould dehver to 
him fix of the Principal Inhabt- 
tants bare-headed and bare-footed, 
and Ropes gn,.their Necks, to dif- 
pole of as be thought fitting, 

. When the beſieged had received 
this Order, they ' were all in, a 
Coriterairion, and, everyy one 2- 

9 avoided 
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voided as much as was poſſible for 
him the being of the fatal -num- 
ber of the ſ-xx who were to be ex- 
poſed to the Mercy of the Con- 
querour, and - the ViEtims of his 
Reſentment ; ſo natural is the love 
of -Life; and fear - of Death - And 
herein is fo much the more  ad- 
mirable the Courage of Ex/tache 
de Saint Pierre, whoſe Eulogy 'is 
with juſtice made by all Hifto- 
rians. ' For this- generous Citizen 
ſeeing that if Edward had not 
ſpeedily his Victims delivered- to 
him, all the City was going tobe 
expoſed to his Fury, he offered 
himſelf willingly, and devoted 
his lite for his Country with fo 
much reſolution, that others ſur- 
prized at his generoſity, 'and a- 
ſhamed of their own: bafenefs, re- 
folved to follow his*Example, and 
partake in his Glory.- © | 

As .the long and rigorousre- 
ſiſtance of 'the beſieged had exaſ- 
perated Edward to a high Degree, 

I he 
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he was not at all: moved at the 
Courage of theſe ſix Men: that 
were brought to him in fo. de- 
plorable a Condition, and -he 
would have cruelly ſacrificed them 
to his Revenge; had it not been 
tor the Queens . deſires and inter- 
celſion, who : at length obtain'd 
they might retire, and likewiſe 
gave them fate Conducts.  * 
After which the King ant) Queen 
entered triumphing into- this-:de- 
fart Town with the Noiſe of 
' Prums, Trumpets,” and Canon 
too, - which Hiſtorians ſay» were 
firſt. made uſe of in this Siege, 
having firſt cauſed all the Inhabi- 
tants.: to depart the Town, ex- 
cept only a Prieſt and two An- 
cients for the knowing the Laws 
and Ordonnances. This [Prince 
ſtayed there, aatil that the Queen 
was brought#o Bed of a Daugh- 
ter, -who - was Baptized by the 
Name of Margaerite. 
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As Edward was reſolved tohave 
Calice at any rate; it had ever 
been one of the greateſt Obſta» 
cles to the Peace ; tor which rea- 
ſon after the taking of the Place, * 
he ſhewed himſelt more eaſie to 
it, and liſtened favourably to the 
Propoſitions that were made 
him by the Cardinals Zannibe 
Biſhop of Tuſculum, and Eſtienne, 
who concluded a fecond time a 
Truce between, the two Kings, to 
laſt from 'the eighth of Septeme 
ber, to the fifteenth after Saint 
John. Whereupon Edward re- 
turned immediately into: Exgland, 
after having left 1n Calicea num» 
ber of- Exg/iſh for the repeopling 
that Town.He likewiſe ſentthither. 
ſeveral Families more: from Lone 
don,as ſoon as he was arrived there. 
Thus ſeeing his . mind fome- 
thing more at reſt,*He laid aſide
